X  HIS  Infirmary  is  governed  by  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents, and  a  Committee. 

The  Committee  is  chosen  annually  at  a  General  Meeting, 
and  consists  of  36  Governors,  who  meet  quarterly  to  regulate 
its  affairs. 

A  Sab-committee,  consisting  of  12  Grovemors,  selected  at 
the  General  Meeting  from  the  Quarterly  Committee,  may  be 
assembled  monthly,  or  at  any  period  between  the  quarterly 
meetings  for  the  dispatch  of  immediate  business. 

A  General  meeting  of  the  Governors  is  called  as  soon  after 
the  35th  of  March,  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be 
made,  to  receive  from  the  Committee  the  Report  on  the 
past  year,  and  to  select  a  new  Committee  for  the  present 
year. 

This  Infirmary  is  supported  by  Life-subscribers  and  Annual 
Subscribers. 

A  Subscriber  of  10  Guineas  is  a  Life-governor,  and  has 
the  right  of  keeping  constantly  under  the  care  of  the  Charity 
one  patient,  if  of  twenty  guineas  two  patients,  and  so  on  in 
proportion  to  his  subscription. . 

An  Annual  Subscriber  of  one  guinea  is  a  Governor,  and  has 
the  right  of  keeping  constantly  under  the  care  of  the  Charity 
one  patient,  if  of  two  guineas,  two  patients  and  so  on  in  pro- 
portion to  his  subscription. 

The  Patients  are  divided  into  two  classes. 

1st,  Out-patients  to  whom  advice  and  medicines  are  sup* 
plied  gratuitously. 

2d,  In-patients,  on  whom  the  operation  for  the  Cataract  is 
performed. 

N.  B.  As  the  Funds  are  unequal  to  the  support  of  many 
Patients  in  the  house,  the  blind  from  Cataracts  are  alone 
admitted,  and  these  have  hitherto  been  received  according  to 
priority  of  recommendation  or  application. 

The  days  of  attendance  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  from  haif-past  two  to  half-past  four.

TO  THE  COMMITTEE, 


Gentlemen, 

AS  you  have  resolved  to  submit 
this  Charity  in  a  regular  form  to  the  notice 
of  the  public,  it  will  not  be  foreign  to  the 
design,  if  I  should  revert  to  the  circum- 
stances which  attended  its  origin. — On  the 
1st  of  October  1804  I  published  a  Proposal 
for  instituting  a  Dispensary  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor,  afflicted  with  Diseases  of  the 
Eye  and  the  Ear.  This  Proposal  was  sanc- 
tioned by  the  testimonials  of  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  St^  Thomas's  and  Guy's 
Hospitals,  where  I  had  then  been  engaged  in 
professional  studies  ten  years,  duripg  eight 
of  which  I  had  acted  as  the  Teacher  of  Prac- 
tical Anatomy.  The  plan  was  immediately 
encouraged— this  Charity  was  instituted 
under  the  name  of  the  London  Dispensary 
for  curing  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear, 
and  opened  for  the  reception  of  patient; 
on  the  25th  March  1805. 
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and  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients 
on  the  25th  March,  1805. 

Subsequently  to  the  date  of  my  Proposal, 
a  similar  Institution,  honoured  with  the 
Royal  Patronage,  was  formed  and  establish- 
ed in  Westminster.  Although  the  Pro- 
spectus of  the  Royal  Infirmary  was  not  heard 
of  until  many  months  after  the  Publication 
t>f  my  Proposal,  yet  it  must  be  admitted 
that  that  Institution  first  appeared  before 
the  public  in  a  regular  and  organized 
form^  and  this  which  is  the  original,  is 
consequently  considered  by  ^11  who  are 
u|iacquainted  with  the  facts,  as  the  copy. 
Ajiprehensive  of  this  impression,  I  immedi- 
ately claimed  by  public  advertisements, 
wliich  were  never  answered,  the  priority  of 
my  proposal. 

>i  should  be  excused  for  thus  obtruding 
on  your  notice,  if  I  sought  merely  the  in- 
dulgence of  honest  pride,  by  maintaining 
this  just  claim  to  respect,  but  I  shall  yet 
more  readily  be  excused,  when  you  re- 
flect, that  if  I  had  abandoned  this  claim,  the 
Public  would  continue  to  regard  me  as  an 
humble  copyist. 

in  the  return  which  I  have  now  the  ho- 
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nour  of  delivering  to  you,  the  Cured  are 
arranged  under  the  heads  of  the  Diseases 
with  which  they  were  afflicted.  In  addition 
to  the  observations  made  on  the  former 
Reports,  and  equally  applicable  to  the  pre- 
sent, there  is  one  point  on  which  I  must 
beg  the  indulgence  of  expatiating,  I  mean 
the  adaptation  of  an  Operation  on  the  Ca- 
taract to  the  condition  of  Childhood,  by 
which  I  have  successively  cured,  without 
a  failure,  thirty-one  persons*  bom  blind, 
many  of  them  in  in&ncy,  and  one  even  at 
the  early  period  of  two  months.  Reserving 
for  another  occasion  the  communication  of 
the  method  which  I  pursue  for  the  cure  of 
very  young  children,  I  shall  no  farther 
compare  it  with  Extraction,  than  by  ob^ 
serving,  that  Extraction  is  wholly  inap- 
plicable to'  children,  or  only  fortuitously 
successful.  Those  who  on  all  occasions 
adhere  to  this  Operation,  and  have  never 
turned  their  thoughts  towards  the  applica- 
tion of  means  more  suitable  to  this  tender 
age,  have  l)een  obliged  to  wait  until  the 
patient  has  acquired  sufficient  reason  to  be 
tractable-— o/A^rwwe,  when  they  have  deviated 
from  this  conduct,  the  event  has  afforded 
little  cause  of  self-congratulation.

How  great  the  ad  vaQlag«  of  an  barly  cure, 
is  a  question  of  no  difficult  solution.  Eyes 
ORIGINALLY  affected  with  Cataracti}  iiontrict 
an  unsteady  and  rolling  motion,  which  re^ 
mains  after  their  removal,  and  retards, 
even  when  it  does  not  ultimately  prevent, 
the  full  bene&t  of  the  Operation.  A  per- 
son cured  at  a  late  period  cannot  overcome 
this  awkward  habit  by  the  utmost  exertion 
of  Reason,  or  efforts  of  the  Will.  But  the 
actions  of  the  Infant  are  instinctive.  Sur- 
rounding  objects  attract  attention,  and  the 
eye  naturally  follows  them.  The  manage* 
ment  of  the  eye  is  therefore  readily  ac- 
quired, his  vision  rapidly  improves,  and  he 
will  most  probably  be  susceptible  of  Edu- 
cation about  the  usual  period. 

This  process  for  curing  the  Cataract 
in  Children,  together  with  other  observa- 
tions relative  to  the  Eye,  which  I  am 
about  to  publish  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
arrangements  can  be  made,  has  already 
been  freely  communicated  to  an  Individual, 
and  the  ample  scene  of  experience  which 
this  Infirmary  affords,  opened  to  his  view 
from  a  disinterested  wish  to  promote 
his  professional  object.  Mr.  Adams  has 
since  settled  in  Exeter,  and  there  esta- 
blished a  Charity  on  the  model  of  this  In^ 
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stitution.  This  event  I  could  not  refrain 
from  noticing,  because  it  must  excite  in 
your  minds^  and  the  minds  of  the  Gover- 
nors, the  grateful  reflection,  that  your  be- 
nevolence has  given  life  and  activity  to  an 
Institution,  which  has  benefitted  Society 
not  only  in  its  own  Operation,  but  by 
giving  direct  origin  to  an  establishment, 
producing  its  contingent  of  good  in  ano* 
ther  part  of  the  kingdom.  That  which 
was  so  liberally  given  in  the  spirit  of  pri- 
vate friendship,  has  been  so  long  withheld 
from  the  public  in  the  hope  of  making  it 
more  worthy  of  their  acceptance,  and  not 
through  a  mercenary  motive,  as  some  have 
malignantly  observed,  or  an  inclination  to 
boast  the  possession  of  a  secret  i  A  con- 
scientious discharge  of  my  duty  is  all 
my  merit — and  all  my  boast,  the  re- 
ward which  has  been  bestowed  on  it,  your 
applause  and  the  approbation  of  the  Go- 
vemois.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


Sight  is  the  noblest  of  our  Senses, 
the  source  of  a  large  portion  of  our  Know- 
ledge. Its  gratifications  are  most  refined, 
and  approach  in  a  great  degree  the  nature 
of  Intellectual  Pleasures]  As  the  posses- 
sion of  this  Sense  is  productive  of  most 
exquisite  delight,  so  the  loss  of  it  is  at- 
tended with  proportionate  misery!  All 
suffer  essentially  by  this  niisfbrtune;  the 
learned  and  opulent,  from  deprivation  of 
enjoyments  for  which  education  and  habit 
have  given  them  a  high  relish ;— the  un- 
learned and  poor  from  inability  to  labour. 
No  longer  capable  of  supporting  them-r 
selves,  their  independence  ceases,  and  they 
are  thrown  on  the  mercy  and  bounty  of 
society.  But  he,  who  is  originally  desti- 
tute of  sight,  enters  the  world  with  an  in- 
ferior capacity  for  the  acquisition  of  Know- 
ledge, and  can  never  reach  the  excellence 
of  his  species ;   he  is  reduced  below  the 
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rank  which  ia  the  scale  of  existence^  the 
bounty  of  Providence  has  accorded  to 
man/ 

Sympathy  for  the  blind  has  inspired  the 
minds  of  the  Benevolent  to  seek  effectual 
means  to  ameliorate  their  condition.  Their 
wisdom  and  munificence  have  founded 
Schools  for  their  education.  Some  have 
iicquired  sufficient  ability  to  maintain  them*- 
selves,  and  have  risen  to  a  state  of  compa*^ 
rative  independence;  others,  sufficient  to 
contribute  to  their  maintenance,  and  all, 
even  those  who  have  possessed  talents  the 
most  moderate,  have  been  rescued  itoat 
the  wretchedness '  of  total  indolence.  '  The 
active  principle  in  our  nature,  if  it  remain 
unexercised,  excites  a  most  tormenting  ir- 
ritation in  the  mind,  or  subsides  in  listless 
apathy.  These  Seminaries,  whilst  they  re- 
lease society  firom  the  burden  of  useless 
inembers,  promote  the  happiness  of  the  in* 
dividuals  by  giving  them  the  means  of  la- 
bour. Thus  the  weariness  of  time .  is  re- 
lieved by  occupation,  and  their  days  pass 
cheerfully  away!  All  that  can  be  accom- 
plished is,  however,  but  an  alleviation  of 
misfortune,  ample  cause  remains  for  the 
exercise  of  pity,  the  Blind  can  eajpy  only 
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a  portion  of  the  blessings  whidi  their  more 
fortunate  Fdlow-creatures  possess^ 

These  establishments  have  been  noticed 
in  this  Address,  not  for  commebt  but  il- 
lustration, to  shew  how  much  the  fate  of 
the  Blind  has  engaged  the  social  feeling^s  of 
mankind.  The  good  which  they  confer  oa 
society^  and  the  objects  of  their  care,  is 
manifest,  and  needs  no  elucidation,  nor 
can  the  benevolence  of  their  supporters  be 
exalted  by  praise. 

This  Infirmary,  although  it  confessedly 
aspires  to  a  greater  good,  seeks  but  an 
eqpjal  share  of  respect,  as  it  is  supported  by 
similar  benevolence.  To  preserve  and  re*- 
store  the  Sight  when  endang^ ed  or  lost  by 
accident  or  disease,  is  the  object  for  which 
it  has  been  established.  This  Institution 
therefore  endeavours  to  prevent,  and  ac^ 
tually  does  in  a  ffezt  measure  prevent,  the 
evil  which  those  are  employed  in  miti- 
gating. 

The  Committee  dwell  with  pleasure  on 
the  facts  stated  by  Mr.  Saunders  in  his 
letter,  that  the  benefit  which  the  objiects 
of  this  Charity  recei\'e  has  been  extend* 
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ed  to  others,  by  the  establishment  of  si- 
milar Institutions,  which  this  Infirmary 
has  either  excited,  or  to  which  it  has  given 
direct  origin.  In  particular,  they  select  for 
observation  the  Infirmary  instituted  in  the 
Western  district,  on  the  very  model  of 
this,  and  conducted  by  a  gentleman 
whom  Mr.  Saunders,  induced  by  private 
friendship,  instructed  in  the  general  disor- 
ders of  the  eyt^  and  even  in  his  operation 
for  the  cure  of  children  bom  blind  with 
cataract. 

Thus  has  devolved  on  the  Committee  the 
agreeable  task  of  acknowledging  the  conse- 
quences of  his  enterprize  and  liberality,  and 
pf  repi'esenting  him  not  only  as  a  benefac- 
tor himself,  but  the  author  of  good  through 
other  men,  in  this  most  excellent  depart- 
ment of  charity — the  preservation  and  re- 
storation of  sight,  and  its  communication 
Where  it  has  never  been  enjoyed. 
« 

There  is  something  peculiarly  interest- 
ing in  this  discovery,  and  they  feel  it  their 
indispensable  duty  to  call  the  public  atten- 
tion, to  the  fact,  that  the  Operation  on  per- 
sons born  hUnd  with  Cataracts  has  hitherto 
been  deferred  until  thej/  arrive  at  an  age  when 
inason  mil  teach  th)em  the  necessity  »f  sub- 
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mission.  To  Mr.  Saunders  belongs  the  praise 
of  having  overcome  the  difficult!/  of  the  case,* 
bj/f  an  operation  uhich  he  has  performed  with 
uniform  success  on  Children  at  various  ages 
earlier  than  that  at  which  Oculists  have  been 
accustomed  to  opercUe,  and  even  on  Infants 
only  a  few  months  old. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  Charily 
four  years  have  elapsed^  a  period  which 
may  be  considered  a${  its  infancy,  or 
term  of  probation.  Experience  has  fully 
confirmed  the  preconception  which  the 
Committee  had  formed  of  the  good  which 
an  Institntion  of  this  nature  is  capable 
of  effecting.  They  have  witnessed  the 
pleasing  fact,  that,  in  extent  of  benefit, 
each  succeeding  year  has  surpassed  the 
former,  and  now,  with  the  liveliest  sa- 
tisfaction, they  report  to  the  Governors,  that 
within  the  last  year,  for  a  sum  no  larger 
than  £.  533,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventy  of  their  suffering  fellow  crea- 
tures have  been  cured.  Where  then  can 
humanity  contemplate  more  interesting 
proo&  of  distress  relieved ^  than  in  this  ex- 
ample of  public  benevolence  co-operatiiig 
with  the  science  of  an  Individual  ? 

The  poor,  grateful  for  the  relief  which 
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th^y  have  received^  have,  in  (h^ir  inter- 
Course  with  society,'  published  the  fame 
of  this  Iimrmaiy ,  and  its  greater  character 
daily  attracts  a  greats  number  of  appli- 
cants, llhe  Committee  gratefully  acknow- 
ledge, that  the  contributions  of  individuals 
have  hitherto  enabled  Ihem  to  answer  the 
increasing  demands;  but  as  the  sphere  of 
action  is  now  considerably  enlarged,  they 
must  again  confide  in  the  generosity  and 
benevolence  of  the  opulent,  for  supplying 
additional  mtianft  to  give  efficiency  to  that 
power  and  inclination  to  do  good,  which 
has  been  so  well  displayed. 

In  the  confident  expectation  of  that  sup- 
port, which  the  benevolent  are  evei^  ready 
to  bestow  on  any  well  digested  design, 
undertaken  for  the  advantage  of  society, 
it  has  been  proposed  to  purchase  the  lease, 
or  freehold  of  a  house  in  a  more  public 
situation,  capable  of  containing  a  greater 
number  of  Patients  afflicted  with  Cataracts, 
and  also  other  In-patients,  the  former,  and 
of  these  only  a  portion,  having  been  hitherto 
received  into  the  house. 

To  carry  into  effect  this  enlarged  plan, 
without  endangering  the  permanency  of 
the  Establishment,  so  large  a  sum  is  ne- 
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eessary,  as  would  discourage  the  hope  of  9uc^ 
cess,  did  not  the  Committee  firmly  rely  ^i 
the  strength  of  their  eause,  and.  the  interest 
which  it  must  create  in  the  bosoms  of 
the  feeling  and  enlightened.  A  perusal 
of  the  rep<Mts  will  fully  justify  the  adop- 
tion of  this  design,  which  it  is  hoped, 
the  asbistance  of  the  benelroleftt  will 
enable'  them  to  accomplish,  and  thty  will 
enjoy  the  satisfacticn  of  having  realized 
the  grand  object  of  their  4iesire,  when  they 
shall  have  obtained  for  an  Infirmary, 
which  has  already  performed  sUch  signal 
service,  the  greatest  possible  extent,  con- 
sequence, and  stability.

This  infirmary  is  governed  by  a  Presiikiit*  Tveastfref,  Vice- 
Presidents,  and  a  Committee* 

The  Committee  consists  of  86  Governors,  vho  are 
chosen  annually  at  a  General  Meeting ;  of  the'  Stewards  of 
the  Anniversary  Dinner,  for  the  current  year ;  and  of  the 
Medical  Officers,  Solicitor,  and  Secretary. 

In  this  body,  viz.  the  President,  Treasurer,  Vice-Pre- 
sidents, and  Committee,  is  vested  the  right  of  appointing  and 
electing  the  Medical  and  ^11  other  Officers  and  Servants  of 
this  Infirmary,  together  with  the  whole  of  its  internal  manage- 
ment and  regulations. 

The  Committee  meet  quarterly  to  regulate  the  affoirs  of 
the  Infirmary.  ^ 

A  Sub-Committee  of  13,  is  appointed  to  conduct  the 
intenn^iaCe  business  of  the  Infirmsoy. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  is  called  on  the  1st 
of  January,  to  receive  from  the  Committee  the  Report  on  iht 
past  year,  and  to  select  a  new  Committee  for  toe  current 
year. 

This  Infirmary  is  support^  by  Life-subscribers  and 
Annual  subscribers. 

A  subscriber  of  10  guineas  is  a  Life*govemor,  and  an 
Annud  subscriber  of  one  Guinea  is  an  annual  Cvovemor,  each 
has  tbe  right  of  keeping  constantly  under  the  care  of^e 
Charity,  Out-patients,  and  of  recommending  In-patients. 

The  Patients  are  divided  into  two  dasses.  Ist,  Out- 
patients, to  whom  advice  and  medicines  are  supplied  grar 
tuitoiisly*  3d,  la-patients  on  whom  the  operation  for  the 
cataract  is  peHmned;  the  blind  from  cataract  being  alone 
admitted,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Medical  Officers, 
and  pdority  of  recommendation,  as  the  Funds  are  at  present 
unequal  to  the  support  of  many  paticfits  in  the  house. 

Tha  &m  of  attendance  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  from  half-past  two  to  half-past  four.

APPENDIX. 


The  Committee  now  address  the  Govern- 
ors,  under  much  affliction  for  the  Death  of 
the  excellent  Founder  of  this  Charity.  In 
Mr.  Saunders  the  Members  of  the  Com- 
mittee have  lost  a  Friend  with  whom  they 
were  proud  to  act :  the  Governors,  a  scien* 
tific  and  humane  dispenser  of  their  Bounty ; 
the  Public,  a  Man  in  whom  great  force  of 
geoius,  integrity,  and  diligence,  were  di- 
rected with  eminent  success  to  a  great  public 
object,  and  whose  actual  progress  was  by 
himself  only  valued  as  an  earnest  of  future 
public  good. 

Impressed  by  considerations  inseparable 
from  the  melancholy  occasion,  the  Com- 
mittee, at  a  Special  Meeting  on  the  1 4th  of 
("ebruary,  unanimously  agreed  to  the  fol* 
lowing  Resolutions,  viz. 
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^*  l^hat  the  Committee  unfeignedly  lament 
the  irreparable  loss  this  Charity,  and 
Society  at  large,  have  sustained  by  the 
Death  of  J.  C*  Saunders,  Esq.  late 
SurgQon  to  this  Infirmary. 

"  That  this  Committee  have  ever  recog* 
nised  in  Mr.  Saunders  the  union  of 
the  most  singular  simplicity  of  Cha* 
racter  with  the  highest  order  of  ta- 
lents. 

*  That  his  Humanity  in  the  treatment  of 
the  poor  objects  of  this  Charity,  has 
only  been  equalled  by  the  extraordi- 
nary skill  he  has^  applied  to  their  re- 
lief. 

"  That  the  eminent  scientific  discoveries 
he  had  made  in.  his  professional  pur- 
suits, especially  the  adaptation  of  an 
operation  to  the  cure  of  Children  bom 
blind  M'ith  Cataract,  afforded  the  as- 
surance of  further  extensive  benefits  to 
Society,  and  entitle  him  to  rank  as  a 
Benefactor  to  Mankind. 

^^  That  the  President,  Vioe-Presideots,  Troar 
surer,  and  Comi&ittee,  do  attend  the 
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FtiDeral  of  Mr.  Saiinde««,  and  tfaoit  the 

« 

Governors  of  this  Charity,  genarally, 
be  invited  to  join  in  that  mark  of  re- 
spect to  his  Memory. 

**  That  a  general  Meeting  of  the  Govern- 
.  ors  be  called  for  Tuesday,  the  iUh  of 
February,  to  consider  in  what  manner 
the  sense  entertained  of  the  Character 
smd  Talents  of  Mr.  Saunders  can  be 
further  appropriately  manifested. 

^'  That  a  copy  of  these  Resolutions,  and 
an  invitation  to  attend  the  Funeral,  be 
transmitted  to  every  Governor." 

And,  at  the  special  general  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  which  ensued,  the  Committee 
had  the  satisfaction  to  find  the  sentiments 
of  the  Governors  in  strict  unison  with  their 
own,  and  the  following  Resolutions  were 
passed  with  the  same  unanimity: 

^  That  the  work  intended  to  be  entitled 
"  A  Treatise  on  some  Practical  Points 
relating  to  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  and 
particularly  on  the  Cure  of  Cataract  in 
Persons  bom  Blind;"   which  was  in 
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{tfepaniti<»  for  pubUicatiCMi  by  Mr. 
Sau  NDERS,  be  published  at  the  ^expense 
of  this  Institution,  for  the  benefit  of 
his  widow. 

*  That  a  Subscription  to-  the  Work  will  be 

an  appropriate  mark  of  the  respect  en- 
tertained by  the  Governors  for  the  me- 
mory of  the  late  Mr.  Saunders;  as 
every  Governor  will  then  have  an  op- 
portunity of  associating  his  name  with 
that  of  Mr.  Saunders,  and  of  possess- 
ing himself  of  a  Manorial  of  that  es- 
timable Man* 

*  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Meeting,  the 

publication  of  the  work  will  not  only 
be  an  appropriate  manner  of  confeixing 
a  mark  of  respect  upon  the  memory 
of  Mr.  Saunders,  but  will  also  pro- 
mote  thi&  objects  of  the  Institution,  by 
extending  to  the  world  that  knowledge 
which  he  so  successfully  applied  to  the 
Poor  under  its  care. 

*  That  the  proceeds  of  the  work  (free  from 

every  deduction)  be  appropriated  to 
the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  Mrs.  Saun* 
ders. 
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*  That  a  book  be  opened  to  receive  the 
names  of  subscribers,  and  the  number 
of  copies  for  Which  they  may  wish  to 
subscribe. 

'  That  a  portrait  and  bust  of  Mr.Saunmrs 
be  obtained  and  placed  in  the  Ckmmiit* 
tee  Room. 

'  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Meeting^  it  is 
expedient  that  a  book  be  opened  to 
receive  subscriptions,  towards  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Monument,  from  such  gentle- 
men as  may  be  desirous  of  offering  that 
further  mark  of  respect  to  the  memory 
of  Mr.  Saunders.' 

In  furtherance  of  these  Resolutions,  the 
(Committee  have  the  satisfaction  to  state  that 
the  Portrait  and  Bust  are  finished ;  that  the 
Work  u{Son  the  Treatment  of  the  Eye, 
through  the  kind  assistance  of  Dr.  Farre, 
is  in  progress ;  and  that  the  books  are  open- 
ed at  H.  Kensington's,  Esq.  20,  Lombard 
Street,  and  R.  Battley's,  Esq.  79,  St.  Paul's 
Church  Yard,  to  receive  the  Names  of  Sub- 
scribers, both  to  the  intended  Publication 
smd  to  the  erection  of  a  Monument.

The  fioUowing  unfinished  dtaught  of  an 
address  to  the  Goimnittee,  Mr.  Saunders 
put  into  the  hands  of  his  friend  and  col- 
league only  a  few  days  before  his  death; 
observing,  at  the  same  time,  that  he  thought 
it  better  to  vest  his  claims  to  the  continued 
patronage  of  the  Govenwrs,  simply  on  the 
merits  of  the  Medical  Report,  rather  than 
on  any  appeal  to  their  feelings.  Those 
sentiments  which  a  characterisUc  delicacy 
of  ieeling  induced  him  to  withhold,  the 
Committee  deem  too  interesting  to  be  sup<- 
pressed,  especially  as  they  have  naw  ac- 
quired the  force  of  parting  words.

TO  THE  COMOHITTEE. 


"  Five  years  have  mw  petssed  since  my 
propMoifor  esiabUsking  this  Jnfirmafywtts 
^bmitt^  Uyaur  notice^  during  which  I  have 
incessantly  and  anxieusfy' tabeured  to  redeem 
the  pledge  then  given  to  make  it  a  beneficial 
L^stilulion  to  Smitfy.    My  anxiety  has  been 
relieved  andmy  labour  consoled  in  the  progress 
of  this  Institution^  fy  repeated  instances  of 
your  respect ;  and  the  recollection  of  them  at 
present  only  heigjhteMs  the  satisfaction  Ifeelj 
on  finding  myself  confirmed  as  the  conductor 
qf  an  establishment  supported  by  liberal  and 
zealous  advocates,  and  possessed  of  the  means 
of  performing  cm  important  part  in  Society^ 
and  esteemed  by  Society  for  it. 

.**  In  prosecuting  the  object  of  attracting 
public  attention  towards  this  Institution^  I 
trust  I  have  kept  free  from  the  practice  of  any 


disingenuous  art.  Popularify  has  not  been 
snatched;  but  studiously  and  unremittingly 
sought:  it  was  expected  onfy  as  the  reward  of 
service;  and  that  share  of  it  which  has  been 
gained,  is  ascribable  to  the  estimation  in 
which  the  Governors  have  been  pleaded  to  hold 
this  service.  I  have  confided  the  character 
of  the  Institution  to  the  quantum  of  profes- 
sional good  ; — excepting  you  may  be  ^pleased 
to  add,  that  mindful  of  being  an  agent  for 
liberal  and  philanthropic  men^  I  have  always 
administered  with  humanity  and  attention, 
to  the  feelings  of  the  poor,  that  relief  which 
their  bounty  has  supplied.'' 


They  close  this  brief  joemorial  respecting 
Mr.  Saunders^  with  the  record  of  the  dis^ 
tinguished  respect  conferred  upon  his  re- 
mains.— On  Tuesday  I  the  21st  of  February » 
his  funeral  was  attended  by  a  numeroua 
company  of.  Gentlemen,  consisting  of  the 
Officers  and  Governors  of  the  Institution,- 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  highest 
professional  rank,  and  of  Medical  Practi- 
tioners and  Students.

THE  Committee^  in  obedience  to  a  Resolu- 
tion passed  at  a  special  General  Meeting  on

Presidents,  and  a  Committee. 

The  Committee  consists  of  36  Governors,  who  are 
chosen  annually  at  a  General  Meeting;  of  the  Stewards  of 
the  Anniversary  Dinner,  for  the  current  year ;  and  of  the 
Medical  Directors^  Solicitor,  and  Secretary. 

In  this  body,  vis.  the  Piresident,  Treasurer,  Vice-Pre- 
sidents, and  Cootmittee,  is  vested  the  riffht  of  appointing  and 
electing  the  Medical  Directors  and  all  other  Officers  and 
Servants  of  this  Infirmary,  together  with  the  whole  of  its  in- 
temal  management  and  regulations. 

Hie  Committee  meet  quarterly  to  regulate  the  affairs  of 
the  Infirmary. 

A  Sub-Committee  of  13,  \»  appointed  to  conduct  the 
intermediate  business  of  the  Infirmary. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  is  called  in  January, 
to  receive  from  the  Committee  the  Report  on  the  past  year, 
and  to  elect  a  new  Committee  for  the  current  year. 

This  Infirmary  is  supported  by  life  SulMcribers  and 
Annual  Subscribers. 

A  Subscriber  of  10  guineas  is  a  Life  Governor,  and  an 
Annual  Subscriber  of  one  Guinea  is  an  Annual  Governor. 

The  Patients  are  divided  into  two  classes.  1st,  Out- 
patients, to  whom  advice  and  medicines  are  supplied  gra- 
tuitously. 2d,  In-patients  on  whom  the  operation  for  the 
cataract  is  performed;  the  blind  from  cataract  being  alone 
admitted,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Medical  Directors, 
and  priority  of  recommendation,  as  the  Funds  are  at  present 
unequal  to  the  support  of  many  patients  in  the  house. 

Each  Governor  has  the  right  of  keeping  constantly  under 
the  care  of  the  Charity,  Out-patients,  and  of  recommending 
In-patients. 

The  days  of  attendance  are  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and 
Saturdays,  from  ten  till  twelve  in  the  forenoon.

The  Goimnittee,  immediately  after  their 
appointment,  placed  in  a  peculiar  situation 
by  the  death  of  the  excellent  Founder  and 
Surgeon  of  the  Infirmary^  addressed  the 
Governors  in  an  Appendix  to  the  Report  of 
the  preceding  year,  and  had  the  honour 
to  communicate  to  them  the  proceedings 
whicii  were  consequent  on  that  event.

The  application  of  the  Funds  of  the 
Infirmary,  and  the  very  extensive  benefits 
which  have  been  rendered  to  the  numerous 
objects  under  its  care  during  the  year  1811, 
are  concisely  stated  in  the  Medical  and 
Pecuniary  Reports,  which  the  Committee 
have  now  the  honour  of  submitting  to  this ' 
General  Court.  The  reduction  of  the  An- 
nual  Report  is  a  measure  which  they  have 
adopted  with  the  view  of  diminishing 
the  expenditure  of  the  Charity,  that  by 
this  and  every  other  plan  of  economy, 
which  shall  in  no  respect  injure  the  excel- 
lent design  of  the  Institution,  the  great  ob- 
ject, to  which  its  Directors  look  forward, 
may  be  sooner  accomplished,  viz.  an  esta- 
blishment sufiiciently  enlarged  to  admit,  as 
In-Patients,  all  cases  of  Ophthalmic  Dis- 
ease, in  which  the  eye  is  in  immediate 
danger  of  being  lost.

Keyidents,  and  a  Committee* 

The  Commitiee  consists  d  36  Governors,  wbo  are 
diosen  aaniiaBjrata  G^neraT  Meeting  ^  of  the  Stewards  of 
^  Anniversary  Dinner,  for  thfe  current  year ;  and  of  the 
Aedical  Difectofs^  Solicitor  and  Secretary. 

In  this  body,  viz.  the  President,  Treasurer,  Vice-Pre- 
tfdents,  and  Committee,  is  vested  the  fight  of  appointing  and 
electing  the  Medical  IMrectors  and  all  other  Officers  and 
Servants  of  this  Infirmary,  together  with  the  whok  of  its  in- 
ternal management  and  regulations. 

Ihe  Committee  meet  quarterly  to  regidate  the  a&ks  of 
the  Infirmary. 

A  Sub>Gemmittee  of  13,  is  appointed  to  conduct  the 
intermediate  business  of  the  infirmary. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  is  called  in  January, 
lo  receive  from  the  Committee  the  Report  on  the  past  year, 
and  to  elect  a  new  CoHunittee  for  the  current  year. 

This  Infirmary  is  supported  by  Life  Subscribers  and 
Annual  Subscribers. 

A  Subscriber  of  10  guineas  is  a  Life'  Governor,  and  an 
Annual  Subscriber  of  one  Guinea  is  an  annual  Governor. 

The  Patients  are  divided  into  two^  dasses.  Ist,  Out- 
patients, to  whom  advice  and  medicines  are  supplied  gra- 
tuitously. 3d,  In-patients  on  whom  the  operation  for  the 
cataract  is  performed ;  the  blind  from  cataracts  being  alone 
admitted,  according  to  thejudgmentof  the  Medical  Directors, 
and  priority  of  recommendation,  as  the  Funds  are  at  present 
unequal  to  the  support  of  many  patients  in  the  hoosek 

Each  Governor  has  the  right  of  keepi)^?  constantly  under 
iBe  care  of  the  Charity,  Out-patients,  and  of  recommending. 
Inpatients. 

The  days  of  attendance  are  IViesdays-,  Thursdays,  and 
Saturdays,  from  ten  till  twelve  in  the  forenoon.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


The  continually  increasing  number  of 
petitioners  for  the  relief  afforded  by  this 
Infirmary,  proves  that  its  reputation  is  not 
less  4eserved  than  distinguished ;  and  the 
importance  of  its  benefits  gives  it  an  in- 
disputable claim  to  the  notice  of  those 
persons,  who  are  led  by  motives  of  real 
benevolence  to  seek  out  and  distinguish 
the  proper  objects  of  charity.  So  consi- 
derable^ and  so  rapidly  increasing  is  the 
sum  of  these  benefits-^so  extensively  are 
they  diffused  among  all  classes  of  society, 
by  the  institution  ^of  charities  upon  the 
model  of  the  London  Eye  Infirmary,  in  the 
principal  towns  of  the  kingdom,  and  by  the 
mass  of  information^  which  the  Gentlemen 
who  have  attended  the  practice  of  its  Me- 
dical Directors,  have  acquired  and  disse- 
minated— ^that  it  is  no  longer  possible  to 
estimate  the  aggregate  with  any  approach 
to  accuracy.  And  if  it  were  possible,  who 
should  undertake  to  appreciate  its  influence 


r 


upon  society  ?    To  express  in  what  degree 
the  moral  condition,  the  virtue,  happiness, 

and  social  order  of  mankind,  are  interested 
in  the  support  and  encouragement  of  an 
Institution,  by  which  the  sight  of  many 
thousands  of  the  effective  classes  in  society 
is  preserved  when  imminently  endangered ; 
given,  when  withheld ;  restored,  when  lost. ' 
In  civilized  countries  no  man  -  is,  strictly 
speaking,  poor,  who  has  the  will  and  power 
to  labour.  But  how  utterly  destitute  is 
the  case  of  him,  who,  in  the  full  energy 
of  both,. is  suddenly  deprived  of  vision! 
That  this  is  no  unauthorized  sugges- 
tion, the  records  of  the  Infirmary  amply 
prove.  Of  all  the  faculties  which  minister 
to  our  subsistence  and  gratification,  be  it 
remembered,  sight  is  of  the  most  intrinsic 
and  universal  value.  Of  all  the  senses  it 
is  the  widest  avenue  to  the  mind,  and  that 
•which  most  elevates  and  ennobles  it,  by 
displaying  in  the  greatest  number  and 
variety,  the  attractive  forms  ^of  order 
and  beauty  in  the  works  of  our  Omnipotent 
Creator. 

But  it  is  needless  to  expatiate  upon  a 
subject  so  self-evident;  or  to  attempt  to 
excite  an  interest  superior  to  that  which 
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the  bare  mention  of  it  kindles  in  eveiy 
bosom  capable  of  thought  and  feeling.

That  the  charity,  as  regards  its  importance, 
holds  a  conspicuous  place  ih^the  first  rank 
of  those  by  which  this  munificent  city  is 
distinguished ;

OUR  Memorialists  ofier  to  Your  Royal 
ig^ess  their  profound  respect  and  gratitude, 
r  the  condescension  with  which  Your  Royal 
ighness  has  received  the  Special  Report  of 
i  General  Conunittee  of  the  London  Tn- 
toary. 

In  f^proaching  Your  Royal  Highness,  your 
emorialists  are  encouraged  to  set  forth  the 
Defits  which  this  Infirmary  has  rendered, 
t  only  to  the  commnnity,  but  to  his  Majesty's 
rvice  in  particular,  from  the  universally  ac- 
lovledged  regard  which  Your  Royal  Highness 
ara,  for  whatever  preserves  or  restores  to  his 
^esty,  the  Services  of  the  Soldier. 
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Amidst  the  Accidoits  and  Diseases,  various 
in  their  kind,  which  disable  the  Soldier  from 
fulfilling  the  most  honoorable  of  all  duties,  that 
of  serring  his  Country;  Your  Memorialists  are 
persuaded,  that  there  is  none  which  Your 
Aoyal  Highness  more  feelingly  deplores,  than 
the  dreadful  consequences  of  the  Ophthalmia. 

It  cannot  fail  to  surprize  Yoar  Royal  High- 
ness, that,  even  to  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
Century,  no  Public  provision  had  been  made 
against  so  great  a  catauH^  by  an  establishment, 
which  should  at  once  serve  as  a  Hospital  for 
the  prevention  and  cure  of  Blindness,  and  as  .a. 
Medical  School  for  instructing  Studoits  in  the 
treatment  of  the  Diseases  of  the  Eye.  The 
accomplishment  of  both  these  important  ends 
has  been  eminently  promoted  by  establishing' 
the  London  Infirmary ;  and  your  Memorialists, 
in  presenting  a  series  of  the  Annual  Reports 
of  this  Charity,  further  entreat,  that  Your 
Royal  Highness  will  condescend  to  receive 
the  following  general  statement  of  the  ben^ts 
which  it  has  conferred. 

Ist.  During  nine  years  only,  upwards  of 
Seventeen  Thousand  Persons,  sufiering  under 
Diseases  of  the  Eye,  many  of  whom  had  been 
deprived  of  sight,  have  been  cured,  viz : 
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Of  Cataracts  and  cloBed  Pupils,  of  Tumours, 
diseaseBof  the  Lachrymal  pasBages,  and  Wounds 
of  the  Eye:— One  Thousand,  three  hundred 
and  twenty-four. 

Of  Amaurosis  in  its  several  forms: — One 
Hundred  and  fifty-six. 

Of  Ophthalmia  in  its  rarions  acute  forms : — 
Ten  Thousand,  seven  hundred  and  fourteen. 

Of  Ophthalmia  in  its  various  Chronic  forms, 
inclnding  Diseases  of  the  £ye4id8 : — Five  Thou- 
sand, five  hundred  and  eight 

2nd.  Withm  the  Walls  of  this  Charity,  the 
successful  treatment  of  Cataract  in  Children 
bom  bimd,  originated  at  the  very  commence- 
ment of  the  Institution. 

Srd.  At  this  Infirmary  also,  originated  the 
successful  treatment  of  the  Ophthalmia  in  its 
most  dangerous  forms;  and  especially  of  the 
Egyptian  or  purulent  Ophthalmia,  both  in  its 
acute  and  Chronic  stages. 

4th.  Numerous  Ophthalmic  Institutions  have 
been  established  in  various  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  on  the  model  of  this  Infirmary ;  and 
thus,  to  use  the  words  of  its  Founder,  *'  the 
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BeneTolence  which  has  given  life  and  activity  to 
this  Institution,  has  benefited  society,  not  only 
in  its  own  operation,  but  by  giving  direct  origm 
to  establishmeuts,  producing  tbeir  contingent 
of  good  in  other  parts  of  the  Kingdom." 

5th.  The  general  practice  of  the  Infirmary 
has  been  so  satis&ctory,  as  to  have  caused  a 
progressive  increase  of  patients,  the  extremes 
of  which  are:  in  the  first  year,  1805,  Six 
Hundred.  In  the  last  year,  1814.*  Three  Thoo- 
sand,  three  hundred  and  ninety-two. 

6th.  The  doors  of  this  Infirmary,  founded 
and  supported  entirely  by  private  benevolence, 
have  been  constantly  open  to  Soldiers  and 
Sailors,  who  have  been  cured  of  the  Ophthal- 
mia without  any  expense  to  Goverammt. 

7tb.  This  Infirmary,  the  first  and  only  Me- 
dical School  for  the  diseases  of  the  £ye,  is 
attended  by  a  considerable  number  of  pupils ; 
and  whilst  some  of  these  difliise  its  benefits  by- 
settling  in  various  parts  of  his  Mtgesty's  do- 
minions, others  more  immediately  benefit  his 
Majesty's  Service,  by  becoming  Sui^eons  in 
the  Army  and  Navy.

MemorialiBts  have  been  enconngcd  by  the 
Bulicitude  which  his  Mt^eity*B  GoTenunent  has 
muiiiested  for  the  preservatioD  of  Soldiers  and 
Seamen  from  the  dreadiul  effects  of  the  Oph- 
thalmia, by  appointiiig  a  Committee  of  the 
most  dktin^iBhed  medical  men  to  obstfve 
and  report  on  Sir  William  Adams's  treatment 
of  certain  patients  in  the  chroaic  or  last  stage 
of  the  Egyptian  Ophthalmia. 

The  Special  Report,  which  the  Secretary  of 
the  Loodon  Infirmary,  under  the  directiou  of 
the  General  Committee,  has  had  the  honour  to 
transmit  to  your  Lordships,  contains  the  proof 
that  Sir  William  Adams,  whea  a  pupil  of  this 
Infirmary,  was  instructed,  by  its  late  Founder 
and  Surgeon,  in  that  successful  treatment  of 
■the  Ophthalmia  which  he  has  submitted  to  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  appointed  by 'his 
Majesty's  OoT«iim«it 

Great  as  are  the  b^iefita  which  this  Infirmary 
has  aliteady  conferred  in  the  modes  set  fo/th, 
in  a  general  manner,  in  the  annexed  Memorial, 
and  more  in  detail  in  the  annual  printed  rep<Hts 
herewith  submitted  to  your  Lordships'  obsov 
vaticn,  your  Memorialists  b«g  to  state,  that  even 
those  benefits  are  small  in  comparison  of  the 
capacities  of  this  Infirmary  to  serve  the  public. 
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fnfluaiced  by  this  conviction,  the  General 
Comnuttee  had  already  appealed  to  private  be- 
neToIence  to  enlarge  the  eBtablishment  for  the 
reception  of  in-patients,  that  want  of  domestic 
care,  in  those  who  are  afflicted  with  the  Oph- 
tJialmia  in  its  most  dangerous  forms  and  stages, 
might  not  render  unavailing  that  treatment 
which  would  have  rescued  them  from  loss  of 


The  Governors  of  this  Infirmary  have  an- 
swered the  appeal  by  opening  a  fimd  for  this 
purpose,  in  addition  to  tiiat  which  thdr  bounty 
has  provided  for  its  annual  support. 

Impressed  with  a  due  sense  of  the  importance 
of  their  object,  and  feeling  that  such  an  ^ta- 
blishment  was  calculated  to  reflect  honour  OO' 
that  national  munificence  which  could  at  once 
call  into  being  all  its  powers  of  doing  good,- 
the  Gieneral  Committee  intended  humbly  to 
move  Government  -towards  so  benevoloit  a 
purpose ;  when  his  Mf^esty's  Ministers  invited 
the  application  by  the  appointment  of  a  Com* 
mittee  of  inquiry  to  ascertain  the  merits  of  a 
practice  which  issued  from  this  Infirmary;  but 
which  had  been  unfairly  submitted  to  their 
notice  by  one  of  its  numerous  studento. 


Your  Memorialists  beg  to  state,  that  thf 
ouse  in  the  presait  occypation  of  the  lofir- ' 
lary,  is  held  on  a  short  and  expiring  lease ; 
od  that  the  General  Conuuittee  are  anxiously 
igaged  in  an  endeavour  to  provide  permanent 
id  more  adequate  accommodation,  by  the 
iirchase  or  erection  of  a  suitable  freehold 
lilding.  The  sum  required  for  the  purpose  is 
iDsiderable,  and  they  earnestly  entreat  the 
vourable  regard  of  his  Mtgesty's  Ministers, 
id  the  benevolent  assistance  of  Govemmentt 
aiable  them  to  carry  that  measure  into  effect 
I  return^  the  General  Committee  tender  this 
ilarged  establishment,  as  an  Ophthalmic  In- 
itution,  which  will  be  capable  of  serving  the 
irposes  of  Government,  oh  a  Hospital  for 
Idiers  or  seamen  affected  with  the  Ophthal- 
ia.  It  vrill  moreover,  in  proportion  to  its 
itensioD,  still  further  benefit  his  Majesty's 
rvice  by  the  greater  advantages  which  it  will 
ford,  as  a  medical  school  for  perfecting,  in 
e  knowlec^  and  treatment  of  the  Diseases  of 
e  Eye,  Sui^;eous  who  are  educating  for  the 
rmy  or  Navy. 


ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


The  General  ConunUtee,  during  the  last 
year,  have  beea  occypied  in  exteading  and 
improTiDg  the  present  establiabment  of  tlie 
Infirmary.  The  progress  of  the  Charity  faaviDS 
been  so  considerable  as  to  render  it  expedient 
to  increase  its  number  of  medicid  Directon, 
tbey  have  felt  happy  in  electing  Mr.  Lawrence 
— a  gaitleman  highly  qualified  to  accompliih, 
in  coi^unction  with  his  colleagaea,  Dr.  Faire 
and  Mr.  Travers,  all  the  objects  for  which  tbii 
Infirmary  has  been  instituted. 

lliey  have  alao  been  carefiil  to  w^ch  ova 
the  subordin^e  dqiartments  of  the  Charity,  and 
to  fill  them  with  servants,  zealous  and  active 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Several  alterations  in  the  interior  of  the  in- 
firmary, for  the  accommodation  of  the  patients, 
have  been  made.  For  these  changes,  and  for 
various  repairs,  it  became  expedient  to  close 


the  Infirmary  for  sereral  weeks.  This  circ 
stance  will  explain  an  apparent  dimiontioi 
the  total  of  patiimts  for  the  last  year.  As 
present  limited  establishment  scarcely  ad 
of  further  improvemmt,  they  warmly  ret 
mend  to  the  Goreroors  and  the  Pnblic  the 
portant  measure  of  enlarging  it.  They  I 
mvested,  in  the  five  per  cents,  the  contribul 
which  have  already  been  made  towards 
fand  for  parchasing  a  frediold  bnilding,  st 
to  that  purpose. 

Finally,  their  Special  Report,  recently 
Wished,  has  invited  the  attention  of  Govemi 
to  such  an  establishment,  as  the  most  effe< 
means  of  counteracting  the  serious  injury  w 
the  Ophthalmia  inflicts  on  the  army ;  an 
the  same  time,  has  proved,  by  the  clearesi 
dence,  that  the  discoveries  in  the  treatme 
the  Ophthalmia,  which  had  been  officialh 
nounced  to  Government  as  a  National  Dt 
raUiM,  were  actually  the  firnit  of  this  Ini 
tion.  Their  farther  proceedings  in  the  sup 
of  the  rights  of  the  Infirmary,  and  the  meri 
its  Founder,  the  report  of  the  President  hai 
day  made  known,  and  it  now  only  remain 
them  to  resign  to  the  General  Committee  a 
to  he  elected,  the  duties  which  they 
willingly  performed.

TnisInfirmBTy  ii  gorerned  by  a  Patron,  President,  Treasurer, 
Vice-Pmi dents;  and  a  Comoiittee: 

The  Committee  conaii^is  of  36  Governon,  who  are  chosen 
annually  at  a  General  Meeting;  of  the  Stewards  of  the  An- 
nivenary  Dinner,  for  tbe  current  year ;  and  of  the  Medical 
IMrectora,  Solicitor,  and  Secretary. 

In  thii  body,  viz.  the  Patron,  President,  Treasurer,  Tice- 
PresidentSt  and  Committee,  it  veated  the  right  of  appointing 
and  electing  the  Medical  Directors  and  all  other  OfGcers  and 
Servants  of  this  Infirmary,  together  with  the  whole  of  its  in- 
ternal management  and  regulations. 

The  Committee  meet  quarterly  to  regulate  the  affairs  of 
the  Infirmary.

Hie  Patients  are  divided  into  two  classes.  Ist,  Out- 
patients, to  whom  advice  and  medicines  are  supphed  gra- 
tuitously. 2d,  In-patients  on  whom  the  operation  for  the 
oaUract  is  performed  ;  the  blind  from  cataracts  being  alone 
admitted,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Medical  Directora, 
and  priority  of  recommendation,  as  the  Funds  are  at  present 
unequal  to  the  support  of  many  patients  in  the  house. 

Each  Governor  has  the  right  of  keeping  constantly  under 
tbe  care  of  the  Charity,  Out-patients,  and  of  recoRmiending 
In-mitfent*.

ADDRESS. 


In  the  bosoiUi  of  every  man,  there  is  a  feeling 
which  sympathizes  at  the  sight  of  human  sn^ 
feting,  and  attracts  to  the  afflicted  object  in 
proportion  to  the  emotion  which  is  excited.  The 
calamities  which  are  incident  to  human  nature, 
are  indeed  rarious ;  but  they  have  only  served  to 
exercise,  in  a  higher  degree,  that  benevolence 
whieh  provides  either  their  cure,  or  Oteir  con- 
solation. Charity,  whose  aource  is  in  the 
"  FonntaiDOfLife  that  flows  for  ever,"  branches 
into  namemus  streams,  without  being  exhaust- 
ed. In  its  course  it  is  even  sometimes  diverted 
into  improper  channels,  and  the  unworthy 
are  partakers  of  its  riches ;  for  the  semblance 
of  misery  is  apt  to  excite  the  same  sym- 
pathy as  its  reality.  But  its  exercises  then 
obtain  the  approbation  of  every  rational  being, 
when  they  are  at  once  acts  of  mercy,  and 
works  of  utility — as  acts  of  mercy,  or  as  works 
of  utility,  can  the  objects  for  which  this  In- 
firmary has  been  instituted,  be  exceeded  in  im- 
portance?— Is  sight  less  valuable  than  life? 
«r  rather  is  not  exutence  itself  embittered,  and 
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rendered  nearly  negative  by  its  privation?    If 
amongst  the  opulent  a  £skther  can  grieve  less 
for  the  death,  than  for  the  blindness  of  his 
child,  amongst  the  poor  the  affliction  is  a^ra- 
vated  in  the  same  proportiob,  fliat  the  means 
of  mitigating  it  are  diminished.      Let  the  bene- 
volent reader  of  these  remarks,   turn  to  the 
medical  report,  and  his  feelings  cannot  but  be 
gratified,  whilst'  he  contemplates  the  number 
of  Infants,    which  have  been  rescued,    even 
during    the    last  year,    from  this  deplorable 
calamity.    If  it  be  delightful  to  reflect  ou  this 
mercy  to  the  young,  flowing  from  the  joint 
efforts  of  all  who  support  this  Institution,  or 
who  administer  its  .means ;  if  long  before  his 
course  of  usefulness  has  conmienced,  the  help- 
less infant  has  still  a  claim  on  the  bounty  of 
society,  to  secure  to  him  the  power  of  hereafter 
performing  his  part  in  it,  how  much  more  does 
the  claim  press  at  once  upon  our  justice  and 
humanity,  when  the  object  of  it  is  a  parent — 
a  being  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  although  hum* 
ble,  yet  already  useful?     To  this  important 
class  belongs  a  very  large  propo^ion  of  the 
patients,  whose  vision  has  been  either  preserved 
or  restored.     But  say  that  the  ability  of  the 
individual  to  be  useful,  has  dwindled  with  his 
age — that  his  course  is  nearly  run —  yet  who 
that  could  cheer  his  parting  days  vrith  light, 
and  all  the  blessings  which  that  exquisite  gifl; 


of  God  confers,  would  withhold  the  booa. 
Amongst  the  aged,  who  were  cured  at  this  Insti- 
tution during  the  last  year,  if,  by  way  of  illus- 
tration, we  select  only  those  who  were  blind  from 
Cataract,  several  were  restored  to  sight  iu  both 
eyes  at  the  advanced  ages  of  67,  68,  74,  and  77. 
With  these  the  eTening  of  life  was  hr  spent,  yet 
to  send  th^n  on  their  short  way,  thus  rejoicing, 
was  surely  an  exalted  act  of  Charity.  Honour 
and  riches  are  eagerly  pursued  by  roan,  but 
would  not  the  most  noble  and  the  most  wealthy, 
if  reduced  to  blindness,  gladly  exchange,  were 
it  possible,  his  lot  with  the  meanest  peasant,  to 
be  repossessed  of  this  sense.  As  the  ^fts  of 
God  to  man  do  infinitely  exceed  whatever 
man  can  bestow  on  his  fellow-creature,  it  is 
only  by  humble  imitations  of  the  bounty  of  the 
Creator,  that  any  comparison  can  be  instituted 
between  them — so  that  he  who  contributes  to 
the  restoration  of  a  lost  sense,  especially  the 
noblest  of  all — sight,  renders  a  service  to  the 
individual,  whose  magnitude  cannot  be  estima- 
ted by  gold,  nor  by  any  measure  of  value 
which  the  understanding  of  man  has  contrived.

HUMBLY   SHEWETH^ 

That  yonr  Memorialists  had  the  honor 
of  au  interview,  in  January,  1815,  with  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Diike  of  York,  Lord 
Viscount  Sidmouth,  and  Lord  Viscount 
Melville,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  before 
them  the  various  reports  of  the  Infirmary 
since  its  establishment;  of  pointing  out  the 
various  advantages  rendered  to  the  Public, 
and  to  His  Majesty's  service  in  particular, 
by  the  Institution ;  and  of  soliciting  the 
pecuniary  aid  of  Government  towards  the 
purchase  or  erection  of  a  Building,  fit  and 
proper  for  the  reception  of  objects  afflicted 
with  diseases  of  the  Eye. 


la  1804,  the  late  John  CunDtngbam 
Saunders,  who  bad  many  years  tilled  the 
importaot  office  of  Demonstrator  .of  Ana- 
tomy to  St  Thomas's  Hospital,  proposed 
an  Institution  to  the  Public  for  the  purpose 
of  relieving  persons  suffering  under  diseases 
«f  the  Eye,  which  was  carried  into  effect 
on  the  26th  March,  1805,  by  Voluntary  Con- 
tribntions,  and  was  in  full  operation  at  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1810.  The  Philan- 
thropic plan  of  Mr.  Saunders  has  been 
acted  upon  by  Hie  General  Committee, 
aided  by  the  Medical  Directors  of  the 
Jnfijmary,  and  by  the  liberal  contributioos 
of  individuals,  so  that  the  Institution  has 
become  of  infinite  importance  to  the  Pub- 
lic, .by  preventing  or  ctiring  blindness 
amongst  the  labouruig  poor,  bnt  more 
especially  to  the  Army  and  Navy,  by 
teaching  to  the  pupils  wfao  are  destined  for 
those  import^it  services,  the  scientific 
treatment  of  diseases  of  the  ^ye. 

In  soliciting  the  assistance,  of  iGovem'meDt, 
the  General  Committee  have  in  view  the 
l«lief  of  numbers  of  HiB  M^esty's  subjects 
who  daily  apply,  but  who  cannot  be  ac- 
commodated by  reason  of  the  want  of  a 
proper  situation  or  Hospital  sufilciently 
Urge  to  admita  greater  number  of  patieuts; 
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and  they  beg  leave  to  state  for  your  Lord- 
ships' information  that  the  Institution  has 
admitted*  27,946  patients  since  its  opening 
in  1805.    Of  which  number 

23, 1 1 7  chiefly  Out-patients,  afflicted  with 
'  every  variety  and  degree  of  Oph- 
thalmic disease,  have  been  cured. 
71  Persons  actually  bom  blind,  have 
received  their  sight  by  an  opera- 
tion  adapted   to  the  congenital 
cataract  by  Mr.  Saunders ;  and 
219  Oases  of  cataract,  which  have  oc- 
curred after  birth,  have  also  been 
cured. 

Your  Memorialists  lament  to  state  to 
your  Lordships  that  as  the  exertions  of  the 
Committee  increase,  applications  become 
more  numerous.  The  persons  admitted  as 
new  patients,  from  1st  January,  1815,  to 
1st  January,  1816,  being  ^445,  as  stated  in 
the  reports,  your  Memorialists  have  the 
honor  to  inclose. 

The  great  objects  of  the  Committee  are, 
1st,  to  provide  proper  accommodation  for 
In-patients,  that  a  still  greater  proportion

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of  the  Industrious  Poor,  and  their  helpless 
ofispring,  may  be  rescued  from  the  miseries 
of  blindness. 

2dly.  To  diffuse  amongst  the  profession  a 
knowledge  of  the  nature  and  treatment  of 
the  Diseases  ^  of  the  Eye,  through  the 
medium  of  this  Institution,  which  is  the 
only  school  for  the  instruction  of  pupils  in 
Ophthalmic  complaints.  And  hence  your 
Memorialists  trast  they  will  be  enabled  to 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  your  Lord- 
ships, that,  independently  of  the  primary 
object  for  which  this  Institution  was  es- 
tablished, the  relief  which  it  will  afford  to 
the  Army  and  Navy,  by  educating  Military 
and  Naval  Surgeons  in  the  proper  treat- 
ment of  the  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  and  espe- 
cially in  the  methods  of  curing  the  acute  and 
chronic  stages  of  the  Egyptian  Ophthalmia, 
will  justify  your  Memorialists  in  claiming 
the  consideration  of  your  Lordships  to 
recommend  to  Parliament  a  grant,  in  aid  of 
the  Building  Fund  of  this  Institution. 

Your  Memorialists  therefore  most 
humbly  pray  that  your  Lordships  will 
be  pleased  to  take  the  case  stated  into 
your  consideration,  and  that  you  will  be 
pleased  to  recoomiend  to  Parliament 
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such  fium  of  money  as  your  Lordships 
may  deem  proper,  in  aid  of  the « fund 
already  subscribed  by  the  Public,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  or  erecting  a 
commodious  Building  for  the  reception 
of  persons  afflicted  with  diseases  of  the 
Eye. 

And  Your  Memorialists,  as  in 
duty  bound,  will  ever  pray,

In-patients  on  whom  the  operation  for  tbe 
cataract  is  performed  ;  the  blind  from  cataracts  being  alone 
admitted,  according  tothejudgment  of  the  Medical  Directors, 
and  priority  of  recommendation,  as  tbe  Funds  are  at  present 
unequal  to  the  support  of  many  patients  in  the  house. 

Each  Governor  has  tbe  right  of  keeping  constantly  under 
the  care  of  tbe  Charity,  Out-patients ;  and  of  recommending 
In-patients.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


Phieteen  years  have  elapsed,  since  this  Infir- 
mary was  first  presented  to  public  attention. 
[n  the  course  of  that  period,  it  has  been  the 
means  of  curing  Twenty-eight  thousand  six 
bundred  and  thirty-five  Fatiaits ;  it  has  afforded 
a.a  example  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
the  direction  of  powerful  taleots,  and  sound 
practical  judgment,  to  the  treatment  of  the  va- 
rious and  complicated  diseases  of  the  Eye,  aad 
serving  as  a  Model,  it  has  given  direct  origiu  to 
many  similar  Institutions,  dispensing  their  cou- 
tingent  of  good  iu  several  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom.  The  London  Infirmary  for  curii^ 
diseases  of  the  Eye,  has  realized  the  object  of 
its  Founder,  by  the  rank  which  it  assumes  of 
A  great  and  respected  Medical  School.  The 
immediate  aufierings  of  the  Poor  have  been 
relieved,  and  the  opulent  have  been  benefitted 
by  the  improvement  and  diffusion  of  Medical 
Science.  These  are  great  and  important  objects, 
but  the  establishment  of  the  Infirmary  is  not  in 
any  manner  equal  to  the  respectability  of  its 
Services.  The  house  in  which  these  exteosive 
md  important  duties  are  performed,  is  small ; 
unequal  to  the  accommodation  of  the  Tn-patients, 
except  those  who  are  afflicted  with  Cataract ; 
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tmequal  to  the  accommodation  of  the  Out- 
patients in  their  course  of  attendance ;  unequal 
to  the  accommodation  of  the  Medical  Direc- 
tors.    This  apparent  want  of  character  and 
consequence  may  seem  to  reflect  blame  on  the 
conductors  of  the  Institution,  in  not  having 
more  ni^ently  pressed  the  claims  of  the  Charity 
upon  the  notice  of  those  on  whom  such  claims 
are  never  pressed  in  vain — the  muniGcent  and 
powerful  who  abound  in  the  British  Metropolis. 
The  motives  for  forbearance  have  perhaps  been 
extended  too  far  in  an  instance  so  interesting ; 
but  the  various  conflicting  and  depressing  poli- 
tical and  commercial  circumstances  of  the  last 
four  years,  although  they  have  not  been  suffered 
wholly  to  repress  exertion,  have  checked  the 
more  animated  efforts  necessary  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  a  considerable  undertaking.    The 
Committee  now  most  earnestly  and  zealously 
recommend  to  their  Successors,  to  the  Gover- 
nors, and  to  the  British  Public,  the  erection  of 
an  Hospital  adequate  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Charity.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMllTEE. 


The  London  Infirmary  for  Curing  Dis- 
eases OF  THE  Eye,  is  recommended  to  fhe 
attention  and  sympathy  of  the  British  Public, 
by  every  circumstance  and  consideration  which 
can  combine  to  render  an  Institution  for  rdief 
jfirom  the  condition  of  disease  deserving  of  sup- 
port and  protection. 

The  plan  is  original — ^it  was  not  preceded  by 
any  proposal  for  a  similar  object : — the  design  is 
comprehensive — ^it  embraces,  directly,  the  re* 
lief  of  the  suffering  Poor,  in  a  class  of  diseases 
of  the  most  acute  and  affecting  description,  and 
it  extends  to  the  interests  of  every  other  order 
of  society,  by  the  instruction  of  the  Medical 
Student. 

In  the  course  of  fourteen  years,  these  im- 
portant purposes  have  beai  attained  to  a  great 
extent 

During  that  period,  IThirty-one  Thousand 
Six  Hundred  and  Twenty-nine  Patients  have 
been  discharged,  cured  of  the  various  and  com- 
plicated diseases,  to  which  the  Human  Eye  is 
subject ;  which  number  includes  three  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  persons  blind  from  Cataract, 
of  whom  eighty-four  were  bam  Itmi. 


Five  Hundred  aad  One  Pupils  have  been  in- 
structed by  the  Medical  Directors  in  the  know- 
ledge and  treatm^it  of  Oiseases  of  the  Eye. 

And  the  example  of  the  City  of  London  has 
been  followed  in  Westminster,  at  Dublin,  Man- 
chester, Exeter,  Salisbury,  Bath,  and  in  other 
places,  by  the  institation  of  similar  Establish* 
ments,  each  producing  it's  Tespectire  contingent 
of  good. 

In  conducting  this  Institution,  the  Committee 
have  anxiously  had  in  view,  two  principal  ob- 
jects, namely, 

To  show  its  public  importance ; 

And  to  obtain  a  permanent  Establishment 

ThEongh  the  able  and  humane  exertions  of 
the  late  John  Cunningham  Saunders,  Esq., 
the  Founder,  by  the  liberal  spirit  in  which  their 
applications  have  already  been  met,  by  care 
and  economy  in  the  management  of  -tb^  AindSr 
by  the  fidelity  and  ability  of  the  Medical  IH- 
rectors,  their  first  object  is  accomplished ;  the 
public  importance  of  the  Institution  is  fiiUy  de- 
monstrated. 

For  the  attainment  of  their  second  object, 
they  now  appeal  to  the  public  consideration. 

The  House  which  has  been  used,  hitherto,  as 
the  Infirmary,  is  small  and  incommodione ;  the 
duties  performed  are  various,  and  of  a  nature 
peculiarly  to  require  space  and  arrangement>4he 
applicants,  whose  complaints  require  that  they 
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should  be  admitted  as  In-Patients,  are  hy  far 
too  numerous  to  allow  of  more  than  a  small  pro-, 
portion  of  the  sufferers  being  relieved ;  the  Out* 
Patients  frequently  exceed  two  hundred  in  tbe 
day,  and  the  Medical  Students  are  numerous. 
These  facts  are^  in  themselves,  of  sufficient  force, 
but  the  Committee  have  not  any  reason  to  rely 
upon  the  continuance,  even,  of  the  present  ina* 
dequate  accommodation ;  the  lease  of  the  House 
will  shortly  expire,  and  they  do  not  entertain  any 
expectation  of  renewal. . 

They,  therefore,  solicit  the  means,  dther,  of 
purchasing  or  erecting  a  suitable  Building. 

Tbe  late  Harry  Sedqwick,  Esq.  has  muni- 
ficently bequeathed  the  income,  in. reversion,  of 
a  considerable  property,  for.  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  InfU'mary.  Combining  this 
i^oble  bequest  with. the  income. of  the  Fund  for 
general  purposes,  and  the  Annual  Subscriptions 
and  Donations,  a  distinct  expectation  may  be 
indulged  of  a  sufficient,  eventual  endowment 
and  resource,  to  meet. the  camual  charge. 

The  sum  necessary  to  command  a  proper 
Bwidrng^iA  Ten  Thousand  Pounds.  Mr.  Sedg- 
wick was  also  the  cause  of  originating,  some 
years  since,  ''  a  Building  Fund ;"  to  which  be 
contributed  One  Hundred  Guineas,  and  which 
amoHUts,  at  present,  to  2,200/.  Navy  5.  per  Cent. 
Annuities,  besides  the  donation  hereafter. men-. 
tioned» 
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The  augmentation  required  to  that  Fond,  is 
the  object  of  most  immediate  interest  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Institution ;  the-amount  will  not 
appear  to  be  lai^e,  when  viewed  with  relation 
to  the  opulence  and  power  of  the  British  Em- 
pire, when  considered  with  reference  to  the 
benevolent  dispositions  which  mark  the  British 
character,  when  considered  with  reference  to 
the  great  and  extensive  public  service  already 
rendered  by  the  Institution,  and  the  iucreasii^ 
measure  of  that  service. 

The  Committee  do  not,  however,  calculate 
that  their  personal  or  individual  efforts,  unas- 
sisted, can,  for  a  great  length  of  time  to  come, 
reach  the  desired  purpose;  and  tbey  solicit  the 
active  support  of  all  whose  attention  and  sym- 
pathy may  be  quickeued,  by  the  conviction, 
that  an  opportunity  is  presented  for  benevolent 
and  useful  exertion. 

They,  accordingly,  respectfully  invite  the  co- 
operation of  Gentlemen,  in  forming  a  "  Com- 
mittee of  Building,"  whose  immediate  object 
shall  be  to  collect  an  adequate  sum  of  money  ; 
— the  ulterior  object, — the  erection  of  an  "Oph- 
thalmic Hospital,"  equal  to  the  donand  of 
the  afflicted  Poor  on  the  public  care ;  ^aal  to 
the  claims  of  science,  all  useful  attainment  in 
which  re-acts  with  incalculable  effect  on  so- 
ciety ;  equal  to  the  renown  of  the  British  Me- 
tropolis, in  deeds  of  love  and  charity. 
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They  acknowledge  with  gratitade,  a  recent 
cotatribution  by  the  HoDOurable  the  East  India 
Company,  of  One  Hundred  Guineas ;  and  they 
presume  to  hope,  this  liberal  act  of  benevolence 
will  not  only  be  the  theme  of  just  acknow- 
ledgment, but  the  subject  of  generous  imi- 
tation.

Thje  Committee  consists  of  36  Governors,  who  are  chosen 
AnnaaUy  at  a  General  Meeting ;  of  the.  Stewards  of  tlie  An- 
niversary Dinner,  for  the  current  year;  and  of  the  Medical 
Directors,  Chaplain,  Solicitor,  and  Secretary. . 

The  election  of  the  Medical  Directors  u  vested  in  the  Gover- 
nors.

ADDR£SS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Committee  of  the  London  Ophthalmic 
Infirmary,  solicit  the  Governors  and  the 
Public  to  the  consideration  of  the  beneficial 
results  of  the  unremitted  exertion  of  Eighteen 
Years,  and  they  present  those  restnlts  under 
circumstances  of  peculiar  interest 

In  the  year  1804,  the  application  bf  the  great 
principles  of  moderp  surgery  to  the  fine  and  de- 
licate organ  of  vision,  was  proposed  and  under- 
taken by  a  man,  to  whose  memory  is  awarded 
the  distinction  of  genius,  successfully  directed 
to  objects  of  deep  public  interest.  The  institu- 
tion of  a  SCHOOL,  in  which  the  means  of  prevent- 
ing and  removing  blindness  have  been  taught 
and  practically  illustrated,  and  from  which  the 
science  taught  has  been  carried  throughout  the 
world,  will  distinguish  the  name  of  Saunders 
as  long  as  the  light  of  science  is  reflected  by 
social  life. 

Of  the  numerous  Institutions,  the  offspring  of 
this  School,  one  only  will  now  be  particularly 
noticed.  The  Madras  Eye  Infirmary  af^ 
tests  the  munificence  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany, the  prevalence  and  severity  of  Ophthalmic 
Disease  in  India,  and  the  power  and  energy  of 
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the  original  institutioo,  ia  impartiBg  t6  that  dis*^ 
tant,  bat  iiUerestiiig  regioo^  the  means  of  cure  or- 
alleviatiofiu 

Id  the  year  1&I8,  Mr.  R.  RiehaifdsoB  received 
permissioa  from  the  East  India  Company  to 
carry  the  practice  of  the  London  Ophthahaic 
Infirmary  to  the  Britiah  Dominions  ia  Asia* 
The  natnre,  extent,  and  ejfett  of  the  relief  ad- 
miniatered  under  the  sanction  and  liberal  sup- 
port of  the  Pb£SI]>ency  of  Madras,  are  aho^n 
in  plain  but  afiectiog  term^t  in  official  reports 
addressed  to  the  medical  board  of  Mai>RAs. 
Mr.  Richardson  statea*  that  during  thre^  years, 
ended  the  30th  June,  1822,  three  htm^b^ed  cmd 
eighty'Ome  cases  qf  cataract  were  s^uccessfutly 
treated,  and  be  particularly  notices  the  fre- 
quency of  total  hUndness  from  opacities  of  Ibe 
cornea,  of  which  he  speaks,  under  die  name  of 
**  Leucoma.''    This  class  of  oases  does  not  ad- 
mit of  ctiref  but  Mr.  Richardson  observes,  '^  I 
have  never,  however,  met  with  a  case  that  did 
not  admit  of  relief,  and  of  those  borne  on  the 
Report  many  were  restored  from  total  blindness, 
to  a  degree  of  sight,  small  indeed,  but  to  tfaem^ 
of  inestimable  value."   And  further,  ''  the  lai^e 
proportion  of  cases  oi  this  description  affords  a^ 
convincing  proof  at  once  of  the  prevalence  and 
mismanagement  of  Ophthalmic  disease  in  this, 
country.     Of  the  numerous  cases  of  this  affec- 
tion which  swarm  in  ev^y  town  and  village. 
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some  dotibtless  owe  their  origiD  to  measles  and 
tfmall  pox;  but  by  far  the  greater  oaraber  are 
the  coDsequences  of  severe  Ophthalmia,  un- 
checked by  the  appropriate  means,  and  pro- 
ceeding to  ulcerate,  and  eventually  to  destroy 
the  transparency  of  the  external  tunics  of  the 
eye ;  I  feel  that  I  am  well  borne  out  in  assum- 
ing that  many  of  the  cases  of  Ophthalmia  and 
Iritis  in  the  Reports  have  been  saved  from  this 
termination  by  the  timely  means  of  counter- 
actiou  afforded  by  the  Eye  Infirmary."  Of  two 
hundred  and  fifty-six  cases  of  this  class,  two 
hundred  and  tweniy-tme  are  reported  '*  restored 
to  a  degree  of  sight." 

In  the  first  Report  it  is  observed,  that  **  Ihe 
benefits  of  the  Institution  have  not  been  confined 
to  paupers,  or  to  the  lower  castes,  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  patients  has  always  consisted 
of  agriculturists,  artisans  and  shopkeepers,  and 
the  number  of  Brahmins  has  seldom  been  un- 
der fifteen;  a  circumstance  which  I  trust  will 
be  received  as  an  exception  highly  creditable 
to  the  Eye  Infirmary ;  namely,  that  this  latter, 
class,  who  in  general  regard  all  European  In- 
stitutions with  aversion  and  contempt,  shoold 
eagerly  seek  to  avail  themselves  of  its  bene^ts, 
and  reside  without  scruple  within  its  walls. 
Half  castes,  Portuguese,  and  native  Christians, 
also,  are  always  to  be  found  in  the  Infirmary. 
Moreover,  besides  those  borne  on  the  Report, 
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relief  has  been  daily  afforded  to  applicants  of  all 
descriptions,  including  £nropeans,  whose  cases 
-were  not  of  a  nature  to  require  admission  into 
the;  Infirmary."  The  number  of  In-Patiekts 
of  all  classes  in  the  three  years,  approximates 
to  Two  Thousand. 

The  submission  of  the  prejudices  of  the 
Brahmiks  to  the  influence  of  art,  directed  to 
their  physical  relief;  the  consideration  pf  the 
extent  of  service  actually  performed  at  Madras, 
and  the  mare  important  consideration  of  the 
Juture  prevention  of  blindness,  the. means  of 
which,  in  a  high  d^ree,  it  may  now  be  hoped 
are  secured  to  India  for  ever,  cannot  be  ad- 
verted to  without  an  animated  expression  of 
delight ;  nor  can  the  Institution,  whence,  under 
a  Univ£R3AL  Providbnce,  these  blessings 
spring,  be  placed  in  a  point  of  view  more  grate- 
ful to  its  supporters. 

Contemplations  so.  calculated  to  excite  to. re- 
newed exertion,  require,  however,  all.  their,  force 
to  sustain  this  Establishment.  The  London 
Ophthalmic  Infirmary  is  deprived  of  the 
advantage  of  means  of  introduction  to  public 
notice  and  support,  which  control  the  attention 
and  give  celebrity  to,  some. other  Benevolent  In- 
stitutions. Prevention  is  the  greatest  service 
the  Ophthaln^ic  Infirmary  can  render.  Inflam- 
mation is  the  most  general  inceptive  cause  of 
blindness,  and:  the  tendency  to  rapid  progress 
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in  inflammatkHi  of  tbe  eye,  woald  8ab;}ect  the 
sufferer  to  increased  risk  of  a  jhtal  teramiatioiH 
i/  admission  were  delayed,  ewea  until  a  ticket 
coald  be  procured.  Disease  is,  tfaaefiire,  the 
only  passport  required,  and  the  Infirmary, 
through  the  want  of  incidental  means  of  paUi- 
city,  has  oonseqvently  depended  for  support, 
bttherto,  chiefly  upon  tbe  efibrts  of  a  few  indiTi- 
dtials^  whose  knowledge  of  tbe  importance  of 
ibe  institution  iias  enabled  them  to  interesl  tiieir 
'personal  friends  and  connections  in  its  support 
The  Building  Jately  erected  in  M ooRFiEiiDS  is 
Aeevidence  of  the  benevolent  r^;ard  with  which 
die  i^eal  has  been  reoeired,  but  although  con- 
ducted with  the  strictest  regard  to  economy,  this 
eflbrt  has  reduced  the  funds  of  the  InfinMry  to 
tbe  sum  of  Fi  vfi  Hundred  Pounds.  Tbe  Com- 
mittee, in  urging  the  plea  of  poverty,  cannot, 
however,  repress  the  expressioii  of  grateful  vene* 
ration  for  the  merawy  of  the  late  Hakut  Sedg- 
wick, Esq.  whose  generous  wte^  by  Ae  b^cfuest 
of  a  considerable  reversionary  pt^perty,  will 
justify  them  in  having  appropriated  Ibe  slender 
means  at  their  immediate  disposal  to  this  pur- 
pose, agreeably  to  the  anicious  desire  of  that 
zealous  and  most  benevolent  Patron  and  Friend 
of  tbe  InstitutiDU. 

The  Committee  close  their  labours  in  the 
bepe  and  cottfidence  that  a  combined  view  of 
the  greskt  regduction  of  butnan  suflfering,  to  be 
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ascribed  to  the  London  Ophthalmic  Infir- 
mary, as  a  source,  as  well  as  by  direct  service, 
will  awaken  a  general  and  generous  enthusiasm, 
and  carry  forward  this  Institution  to  an  extent 
of  endowment,  for  present,  as  well  as  eventual 
purposes,  fully  commensurate  with  its  claim  to 
the  patronage  of  the  British  Nation. 

The  number  of  patients  cured  or  relieved  at 
the  Infirmary  during  the  year  ended  1st  Janu- 
ary, 1823,  is  three  thousand  and  eighty- 
one,  including  .^even  cases  of  children  bom  blind. 

The  total  number  of  patients  cured  or  re- 
lieved is  forty-four  thousand,  eight  hun- 
dred and  FORTY-ONE,  including  four  hundred 
and  sixty-two  eases  of  cataract,  of  which, 
NINETY-FIVE  wcrc  cascs  of  bUndness  from  the 
birth.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


To  be  familiar  with  affliction,  and  to  estimate 
the  gradations  of  human  suffering,  that  each, 
according  to. its  measure^  may  claim  its  portion 
of  sympathy  from  the  benevolent  and  opulent ; 
from  all  who,  as  stewards  of  the  Most  High, 
are  invested  with  that  power  to  heal,  which 
knowledge, idominipn,apd  wealth  bestow;  is, 
in  a  peculiar  ^ense^  the  affice  of  those  who  are 
ejiercised  in  the  labours  of  charity.  If  there 
be  conditions  more  calamitous  than  blindness, 
there  are  none  which  are  attended  with  a  more 
deep  and  bitter  sense. of  the  misery^  or  a  more 
eager  desire  to  escape  from  the  solittde  and  de- 
pendence which  it  inflicts.  A  referent  tp  the 
Medical  Report  will  give  at  one  view  tb^  extent 
to  which  the  Governors  of  this.  Institution  have 
contribujted .  to  the  prevention  and  .cure  of  an 
evil,.a^.afilictive  tothe  individual,  as  it  is  op- 
pressiv;e'tP^;th€)  community;  but  t|iat  Report 
being  n^essarily.copfiiEied^to  the  direct  .and  li- 
mited operatiqn  qf  the  Charity,  it  is  only  from 
the  successive  Reports  of  the  General.  Com- 
mittees,, that  any  notion  can  be  formed  of  its 
multiplying  powers,  as  a  scientific  establishment 
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in  its  indirect  and  unlimited  operation  of  accoin* 
plishing  the  great  ends  for  which  it  was  iosti* 
tuted,  not  only  in  the  Capital,  but  even  in  the 
most  remote  dependencies  of  the  British  Empire. 
From  the  projection  of  the  London  Oph- 
thalmic Infirmary  in  1804,  by  its  distin- 
guished Founder,  to  the  present  time,  a  period 
of  nearly  Twenty  Years,  its  Annual  Greneral 
Committees  have  been  charged,  first,  with  the 
care  of  providing  for  its  temporary  wants,  and, 
secondly,  from  the  year  1813,  with  the  still 
more  arduous  service  of  creating  a  fund  for  its 
permanent  establishment.  Happy  in  both  these 
efforts,  the  retrospect  of  so  much  labour,  crown- 
ed by  an  end  so  rich  in  its  benefits  to  mankind, 
is  as  grateful  to  the  feelings  of  those  who  have 
accomplished  a  work  of  such  public  utility,  as 
it  must  be  to  those  who  have  reaped  the  fruit 
of  their  labour.  No  ordinary  unanimity,  no 
partial  liberality,  enabled  them,  during  the  in- 
fancy of  the  Charity,  to  triumph  over  every  dif- 
ficulty which  was  opposed  to  their  generous 
purpose.  Let  those  who  have  thus  prevailed, 
pursue  as  liberally,  as  singly,  and  sincerely^ 
the  object  for  which  they  at  first  united,  and 
the  permanence  of  an  Institution,  established 
not  merely  as  a  local  Charity  for  the  prevention 
and  cure  of  blindness,  but  also  as  an  Ophthal- 
mic School,  for  the  diffusion  of  its  science  will 
be  secured. 
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It  is  to  this  latter  subject,  that  the  Committee 
will  first  direct  the  attention  of  the  Public  in 
general,   and  of  its  Governors   in   particular. 
Eight  hundred  Pupils  have  now  been  instructed 
at  this  Institution  in  the  knowledge  and  treat- 
ment of  the  diseases  of  the  £ye.     The  Address 
of  the  Committee  published  in  the  last  Report, 
gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  labours  of 
one  of  these  Pupils,  Mr.  Richardson,  who  is 
distinguished  as  the  Superintendent  of  an  Eye 
Infirmary,  established  on  a  large  scale  at  Ma- 
dras, by  the  East  India  Company^  in  a  spirit 
not  less  beneficent  than  political.    The  Com- 
mittee, with  feelings  of  gratification,  can  fur- 
ther announce,  that  since  the  last  Report^  two 
other  pupils,  Mr.  Egerton  and  Mr.  Jeafireson, 
have  proceeded  from   this   Infirmary  to   take 
charge  of  similar  Ophthalmic  establishments  at 
Calcutta  and  Bombay.   But  the  liberality  of  the 
Honorable  Directors  has  not  been  limited  to  an 
extension  of  these  benefits  to  the  British  Domi- 
nions in  the  East :  with  generous  regard  for  the 
parent  Institution,  they  have  presented  a  second 
donation  to  its  funds,  their  Honorable  Chair- 
man and  Deputy   Chairman  having  enhanced 
the  value  of  the  gift,  by  annexing  their  names  to 
the  list  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Infirmary. 
The  power  with  which  the  East  India  Company 
is  invested,  confers  on  these  establishments  an 
imposing  attitude  and  a  splendour,  which  must 
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sooner  prevail  in  diffusing  their  benefits  throagh- 
out  Asia;  but  the  remarkable  changes  which 
are  daily  unfolding  in  America,  joined  to  the 
rapid  progress  and  diffusion  of  knowledge  in 
that  vast  and  interesting  continent,  leave  little 
room  to  doubt  that  the  benefits  of  this  Institu- 
tion will  be  extended  to  America  as  effectually, 
if  not  as  speedily,  as  they  have  been  secured  to 
Asia..  Two  years  ago  the  Committee  noticed  the 
first  Ophthalmic  Institution  established  in  the 
United  States  by  Pupils  of  this  Infirmary;  but 
it  has  not  yet  been  stated  that  other  Pupils,  not 
less  distinguished  by  their  attainments,  have 
also  successfully  established  themselves,  both 
in  British  and  Spanish  America.  In  Europe, 
Ophthalmic  Medicine  and  Surgery  are  still  pro- 
gressive. That  our  own  Institution  may  con- 
tinue to  hold  its  distinguished  station,  it  is*  im^ 
portant  that  future  Committees  excite  competi^ 
ition  by  encouraging  talent  wherever  it  can  be 
found.  Lectures  appropriate  to  the  objeets  <^ 
the  Institution  have  been  given  at  the  Infirmary 
for  the  last  eighteen  months ;  but  their  value  will 
be  increased,  if  a  Library,  consisting  of  such 
select  works  on  Ophthalmic  Medicine  and  Op- 
tics, as  are  not  very  accessible  to  the  Studentis, 
be  established  for  their  use. 

The  natural  advantages  of  this. Institution  aid- 
mit  of  an  unlimited  extension;  but  Since  the 
humiliating  and  destitute  condition  of  Mind- 
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ness  prepares  the  mind  of  the  sufferer  to  weU 
come  that  Charity,  whose  healing  office  is  to 
give  Light,  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  a  situation 
or  a  service  better  calculated  to  favor  the  still 
higher  end  and  ultimate  purpose  of  every  Chris- 
tian Establishment.  Impressed  with  the  import- 
ance of  this  subject,  the  attention  of  the  new 
Committee  is  respectfully  directed  to  the  office 
of  Chaplain,  now  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Gill,  A.  M .,  to  whose  honorary 
services  this  Institution  has  been  for  many  years 
indebted. 

Finally,  the  General  Committee  hits  the  satis- 
faction of  announcing  to  the  Governors,  that  the 
Infirmary  now  takes  its  stand  amongst  the  per- 
manent Charities   of  this   country  as  a  Free- 
hold Establishment.     A  reference  to  the  Finan- 
cial Report  will  shew  that  the  Contract  with 
the  City  of  London  has  been  fulfilled,  and  that 
a  large  proportion  of  the  Cost  of  erecting  the 
Building  has  also  been  liquidated.     The  exer- 
tion, however,  of  succeeding  Committees  is  ear- 
nestly invited  to  the  important  services  of  dis- 
charging the  balance  of  this  account,   and  of 
providing  for  the  annual  expenditure  of  the 
Charity.     Their  prospective  labours,  animated 
by  that  security  which  is  conferred  by  Freehold 
Property;  resting  on  the  liberal  although  partial 
Reversionary   Endowment,  bequeathed  by  its 
late  generous  Vice-President  and   Chairman, 
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* 

Harry  Sedgwick,  Esq. ;  and,  above  all,  forti- 
fied by  a  character,  broadly  establinhed  ou  tbe 
basis  of  Public  Utility,  will  be  rendered  easy 
and  productive,  in  proportion  as  their  claims  to 
support  shall  be  pressed  upon  the  attention  of 
the  Public.

*  Besides  the  iD-Patients  requiring  operations,  the  following  eztreae 
cases,  ID  which  vision  was  in  immediate  danger  of  being  lost,  or  in  whidi, 
aUhongh  the  eyes  were  already  disorganised,  it  was  expedient  for  the 
safety  and  comfort  of  the  Patient  to  mitigate  the  aeTerity  of  the  disease^ 
have  this  year  been  admitted  into  the  House,  vis. 

1st.  Five  caaes  of  Organic  Amaurosis,  of  which  one  recovered  a  oon- 
siderable  degree  of  vision,  another  was  cured  of  the  remitlent  Ophthal- 
mia which  attended  it,  and  three  were  not  benefited. 

Sdly.  Five  cases  of  inveterate  Strumous  Ophthalmia,  of  which  one 
was  cured,  three  were  relieved,  and  one  was  not  benefited. 

8dly«  Four  caaes  of  Acute  Purulent  Ophthalmia,  in  its  most  vimkal 
form,  in  two  out  of  three  of  which  the  disorganbiog  process  was  ar- 
rested and  vision  perfectly  preserved;  but  in  the  fourth  case,  both  eyH 
were  quite  destroyed  at  the  time  of  the  Patient's  application,  and  he  was 
admitted  into  the  House  simply  to  relieve  his  simerings  by  caring  the 
inflammation,  which  vras  effected. 

4thly.  Three  cases  of  Acute  Irites  in  which  vision  was  reduced  to  a 
very  indistinct  state,  or  only  to  the  perception  of  light  at  the  uae  of  tbsir 
admission ;  but  in  all  of  which  minute  vision  was  restored.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


Thx  Lohdon  Ophthalmic  Invirmart  was  instituted 
b  1804,  by  the  late  John  Cunhinoham  Saunders  ;  aud 
opened,  for  the  prevention  and  care  of  blindness,  by  its  first 
General  Committee,  on  the  36th  of  Match,  1805. 

During  a  period  of  twenty  years,  now  elapsed,  00,256 
Out-Patients  have  been  admitted  at  the  Infirmary,  of  which 
it  is  estimated  that  50,603  have  been  cured. 

The  Contributions  which  have  been  received,  within  that 
period,  have  amounted  to  £16,810,  t.  e,  nearly  to  16|0G3 
guineas. 

Calculating  the  expenditure  only  by  the  number  of  Out- 
Patients,  it  may  be  remarked  that  for  every  guinea  contri- 
buted, four  Patients  have  been  admitted  at  the  Infirmary, 
and  thus  an  extent  of  service  and  a  facility  of  rendering  it 
most  amply  repaying  the  expenditure,  have  been  placed 
within  the  reach  of  every  benevolent  man. 

But  the  establishment  for  In-Patients,  or  cases  requiring 
operations  for  Cataract  and  Artificial  Pupil,  has  been  the 
chief  source  of  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  of  the  Infir- 
mary. 

If  an  estimate  of  the  relative  expences  of  the  prescriptive 
and  operative  departments  be  required,  the  annual  expen*

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ditore  of  the  whole  establishment  may  be  taken  at  £800,  of 
which  about  £300  should  be  assigned  to  the  Out^Patients, 
and  £500  to  the  In-Patients. 

According  to  this  estimate,  the  contributions  of  the  pub- 
lic will  have  thus  beneficially  been  disposed  of,  vis :

.  It  has  been  very  difficult  to  return  the  exact  jMt>portioir 
of  Out* Patients  cured.  Extraordinary  pains  having  been 
taken  in  the  first  year  of  the  Institution  to  ascertain  this 
point,  the  estimate  of  Out-Patients  was  given  at  five  out  of 
six  cured,  and  the  annual  returns  for  twenty  years,  although 
made  by  different  Medical  officers,  and  formed  on  different 
data^  retain  a  similar  proportion. 

But  a  reference  to  the  Medical  report  of  this  year,  will 
shew,  that,  in  the  operative  department  for  the  cure  of  Gi- 
taract,  twelve  out  of  thirteen  eyes  have  been  restored  to 
perfect  or  useful  vision  by  the  knife  or  operation  of  extrac* 
tiim,  and  eighteen  out  of  twenty  by  the  needle  or  Saunderian 
operation,  exclusive  of  five  cases  of  congenital  Cataract 
cured  by  the  latter  operation  without  a  failure.  Now;  if  the 
operation  for  the  congenital  Cataract  be  excepted  from  this 
estimate  because  of  its  almost  imiform  success^  (and  what 
greater  tribute  can  be  paid  to  the  Founder's  memory,)  then 
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the  present  return,  to  higly  honorable  to  the  surgical  skfii 
now  displayed  at  the  Infirmary,  records  a  successful  result  in 
thirty-three  out  of  thirty-six  operations  for  Cataract  and 
Artificial  Pupil.  The  whole,  however,  of  the  experience 
derived  from  the  Infirmary  would  not  warrant,  on  the  total 
of  In-Patieuts,  so  large  a  proportion  of  cured  as  is  her* 
stated,  although  it  unquestionably  exceeds  considerably  the 
proportion  of  Out^Patiejits  cured. 

A  greater  number  of  In-Patients  has  been  admitted  in 
this  than  in  any  former  year,  so  that  it  may  be  fairly  esti- 
mated that  the  last  twenty  years,  at  the  present  returns, 
would  have  given  1360  In-Patients,  and  74,220  Out-Pa« 
tients. 

Two  important  conclusions  may  be  drawn  from  these 
facts :  first,  that  a  greater  proportion  of  In-Patients  is  cured 
than  of  Out-Patients,  and  that  the  establishment  necessary 
for  the  operative  department,  will  admit,  at  a  small  addition* 
al  expence,  not  only  many  cases  requiring  the  minor  ope- 
rations, but  what  is  far  more  important,  numerous  cases  in 
which  the  eyes  are  in  immediate  danger  of  being  lost.  The 
last  year's  report  will  shew  that  both  these  additions  have 
been  attempted  on  a  small  scale,  but  they  must  be  abandoned, 
and  even  the  establishment  for  the  operative  department 
diminished  for  want  of  funds. 

In  the  sixteenth  annual  report  published  in  1821,  it  was 
stated  in  the  address  of  the  General  Committee,  that  the 
purchase  of  the  ground,  the  erection  of  the  building,  and 
the  providing  it  with  suitable  fixtures  and  furniture,  would 
require  a  sum  not  exceeding  £8000.  Now'a  reference  to 
the  account  of  the  Building  Fund,  as  published  in  the  pre* 
sent  or  twentieth  report,  will  prove  the  extraordinary  aceu- 
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racy  of  that  estimate,  the  sums  actually  expended  for  the 
gronnd,  building,  fixtures  and  furniture,  amounting  to 
£SfiOS  Os  8d;  exceeding  the  estimate  only  by  £S  fh  8d. 
Of  this  sum  £5,216  &  4d  contributed  by  the  public  in 
twelve  years,  increased  by  its  accumulations  during  thsi 
period  to  £6,008  ITs  Qd  and  assisted  by  £1,999  lis  lid 
from  the  fund  for  greneral  purposes,  have  produced  a  clear 
Freehold  property,  charged  only  with  a  loan  of  £lOO,  free 
from  interest 

This  Freehold  and  the  reversion  of  £17,800  three  per 
Cents*,  and  £400,  four  per  Cents.,  the  bequest  of  Harry 
Sedgwick,  Esq.,  constitute  the  property  of  the  Infirmary, 
and  it  is  manifest  that  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Conunit^ 
tee  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  Charity,  or  even  to  continue 
them  on  their  present  scale,  can  justify  them  in  risking  any 
part  of  this  property.  As  Stewards  of  the  Public,  they 
have  provided  and  organized  a  powerful  instrument  of  doing 
good,  which  may  be  worked  to  any  extent  proporticmed  to 
^e  funds,  which  may  be  granted  for  that  purpose. 

These  considerations  induce  them  respectfully  to  invite 
the  Public  to  endow  this  important  Charity.  Its  ample 
benefits  so  freely  bestowed,  and  its  present  need,  point  out 
its  Twenty-first  year  as  a  fit  period  for  this  generous  service. 
Twenty-five  thousand  guineas  (ultimately  aided  as  it  will  be 
by  the  reversionary  Property  of  the  Infirmary  for  enlargw 
ing  to  the  utmost  its  scale  of  usefulness)  would  accomplish 
the  work,  and  render  any  future  application  to  the  public 
unnecessary. 

The  economy  of  this  plan  will  be  apparent,  if  it  be  com- 
pared  with  the  mode  in  which  its  benefiftctions  have  been 
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granted  during  the  last  twenty  years,  and  the  effect  of  which 
has  been  to  sink  in  that  period,  £15,816. 

Of  this  sum,  £60G  Oa  have  been  derived  from  sixteen 
Sermons  in  the  twenty  years,  and  £15,309  lis  fi-om  Dona« 
tions,  Life,  and  Annual  Subscriptions,  it  being  particularly 
worthy  of  notice  in  respect  of  the  latter,  that  their  amount 
has  not  increased  during  so  long  a  period,  the  Annual  Sub- 
scriptions in  the  very  first  year  of  the  Charity,  amounting  to 
£280  7s.  and  in  the  last  or  twentieth  year,  only  to  £285  12s. 

This  singular  disproportion  between  the  Annual  and  Life. 
Benefactions  has  arisen  from  the  Infirmary  having  been 
supported  chiefly  by  a  highly  respectable  branch  of  the 
Mercantile  Interest  which  gave  the  preference  to  Life  Bene- 
factions, and  admits  with  very  little  labour  of  being  easily 
rectified  to  the  immediate  relief  of  the  Institution.  The 
attention  of  the  new  Committee  is  earnestly  and  respectfully 
invited  not  only  to  cultivate  this  source  of  income,  but  also 
to  secure  the  endowment  of  the  Infirmary^  by  making  a 
perianal  appeal  to  interests  hitherto  almost  untouched  amongst 
many  other  mercantile  branches,  as  well  as  amongst  the 
Nobility  and  Gentry,  always  willing  to  promote  whatever 
advances  science  and  diminishes  human  suffering,  but  espe- 
cially amongst  the  Church,  which,  both  by  precept  and  ex- 
ample, invites  to  this  distinguished  work  of  Charity.

Exclusive  of  a  small  balance  of  U  12«.  6d*  due  to  the  Trea- 
surer>  and  a  loan  of  100/.  free  from  interest,  payable  by  the 
Infirmary  in  the  present  year. 

On  the  ground  of  direct  services  so  extensive  and  bene- 
ficent* and  on  the  strictest  principles  of  charitable  economy, 
a  call  was  made  on  the  public  to  endow  the  Infirmary.  The 
uneilampled  commercial  distress  of  the  country,  during  the 
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last  year,  has  prevented  that  call  from  having  been  answered 
in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  British  nalion,  and  of  sock  ania- 
ititntion.  Nevertheless,  the  means  of  meeting  the  expen- 
diture of  the  year  have  been  contributed^  leavii^  a  batance 
of  SOOi.  three  per  cents,  and  136/.  4f  ll<i.  at  the  banker's, 
besides  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  annual  go- 
vernors. 

In  the  present  or  twonty-firsi  annual  report  of  the  Infir- 
mary, the  Committee  records  a  successful  result  of  37  out 
of  40  cases  of  cataract,  and  an  increase  of  307  cases,  during 
the  last  year,  in  the  out-patients,  whose  anmuU  number  has 
now  attained  to  4078. 

The  Pupils  educated  at  the  Infirmary,  amounting  to  939, 
continue  to  spread  its  benefits  over  every  part  of  the  British 
empire.  In  addition  to  the  numerous  and  successful  efforts 
of  this  kind  already  recorded,  the  Committee  gladly  notices 
the  establishment  of  an  Ophthalmic  Institution  at  Birming- 
ham, under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Hodgson,  from  whose 
acknowledged  talents  the  happiest  results  are  anticipated. 

The  persevering  efforts  of  Mr.  Egerton  and  Mr.  Jeaf- 
freson  are  surmounting  the  many  difficulties  opposed  to  their 
success  at  Calcutta  and  Bombay  ;  but  the  last  communica- 

• 

tion  received  from  the  late  Mr.  Richardson,  the  dtstiiqfuiahed 
superintendant  of  the  Eye  Infirmary  at  Madras,  pointed  out 
the  most  effectual  means  of  extending,  to  all  India,  the  science 
which  he  had  derived  from  the  parent  institution.  In  a  letter 
addressed  to  the  Physician  of  the  London  Ophthalmic  Infir- 
mary, dated  at  Madras,  March  3rd,  1834^  he  thus  concluded : 
<'  As  the  sister  institutions  at  Calcutta  and  Bombay  profess 
to  take  the  Madras  Infirmary  for  their  model^  they  will,  I  trust, 
follow  our  example,  in  directing  all  new  comen  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  practice  of  the  Eye  Infir- 
mary before  they  are  dismissed  from  the  Presidency  to  their 
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deslinations  in  the  interior.  Several  have  left  me  well  quali- 
fied to  be  eminently  useful  in  this  branch,  in  extensive  and 
populous  districts,  where  the  diseases  of  the  eye  are  unknown^ 
and  utterly  neglected.  Were  I  present  at  the  annual  dinner 
I  would  tell  the  subscribers  that  the  benefits  of  the  institution, 
which  they  support,  are  not  confined  to  their  own  shores ; 
but  that  thro'  U$  offsets  at  our  three  Presidencies^  it  will 
shortly  be  actually  operative  on  a  populatiou  of  sixty* 
tniUUms  of  their  fellow  subjects  in  Asia.'^ 

It  deserves  to  be  recorded,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Madras 
have  subscribed  eight  thousand  pagodas  for  the  erection  of 
a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Richardson.  How 
gratifying  to  the  feelings  of  the  governors  must  this  ex- 
pression of  public  gratitude,  in  so  remote  a  part  of  the 
British  Empire,  to  the  memory  of  a  pupil  of  their  Infirmary, 
prove ;  if  further  proof  were  wanting  of  the  value  of  the 
parent  institution,  even  the  indirect  benefits  of  which  are  so 
liberally  and  so  largely  difiused. 

It  cannot  then  be  deemed  too  importunate  in  the  Com- 
mittee, were  the  times  even  more  troubled  than  they  have 
been,  in  such  a  cause  to  press  on  the  attention  of  the  public, 
the  easy  and  advantageous  plan  of  supporting  the  animal 
expenditure  of  the  Infirmary  by  annual  subscriptions j  so  as  to 
admit  of  all  life  subscriptions  and  testamentary  benefactions 
being  founded  for  the  endowment  of  the  charity. 


*  Mr.  Ricbardfon  mevit  to  alBrm  that,  noCwithfCaodiDg  the  extentiTe 
preTalence  of  diaeases  of  the  Eye,  in  the  East,  they  had  been  utterly 
neglected,  because  they  were  not  understood  by  the  medical  attendants 
in  that  part  of  ihe  British  dominions ;  bat  that  the  evil  was  already  in 
part  remedied  by  the  pupils  sent  into  the  interior  from  the  Madras  In- 
flnnary,  which,  in  another  part  of  his  letter,  he  styles^  **  the  eldest  and 
legitimate  shoot'*  of  the  London  Ophthalmic  Infirmary.

ADDRESS   OF   THE   COMMITTEE. 


THE  Committee  have  the  continued  satisfaction  of  pre-^ 
sentingp  a  favourable  and  increasing  report  of  the  alleviation 
of  human  suffering  effected,  directly,  through  the  medium 
of  this  Institution.  They  have  the  continued  duty,  also,  of 
asking  support  to  its  funds. 

The  fund  for  general  purposes  and  the  fund  for  build- 
ing, have  been  kept  distinct  in  name,  but  not  in  effect ; 
the  sum  of  £1873  10s.  advanced  out  of  the  general  fund, 
to  the  building  fund,  remains  unpaid.  This  advance  has 
reduced  the  general  fund,  to  the  very  low  condition  of 
£18  Is.  6d.  in  the  hands  of  the  .Treasurer,  and  £300, 
three  per  cent  government  annuities,  standing  in  the  books 
of  the  Bank  of  England,  in  the  names  of  the  Trustees, 
exclusive  of  the  considerable  reversionary  interest,  be- 
queathed by  the  late  Mr.  Sbdgewigk.  The  Committee 
would  continue  to  keep  both  these  funds  open,  but  very 
little,  if  any,  good  consequence,  appears  now  to  be  ex- 
pected from  the  continuance  of  this  arrangement,  and 
the  building  fund  will  therefore  no  longer  be  presented 
annually,  as  a  specific  object  of  attention. — Should,  how- 
ever, any  benevolent  individual  yet  prefer  to  record  his 
bounty,  as  a  contribution  to  the  building,  the  arrangement 
of  the  books  of  the  Institution  will,  with  the  greatest  faci- 
lity, admit  of  such  an  appropriation  of  a  benefaction,  until 
the  full  sum  of  £1873  10s.  shall  have  been  repaid  to  the 
general  fund. 

Thus  low  in  funds,  the  Governors  are  not  the  less  enti- 
tled to  look  upon  their  work,  with  complacency  and  satis- 
laction. 

b2 
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The  number  of  Patients  cured  or  relieved,  during  the 
last  year,  is  3895,  many  of  them  relieved  from  Cataract, 
very  many  of  them,  undoubtedly,  preserved  from  blindness, 
the  common  effect  of  neglected  inflammation,  in  its  more 
active  forms ; — many  cured  of  various  other  of  the  severe 
diseases,  to  which  the  Eye  is  subject  During  the  twenty- 
two  years  which  have  elapsed  since  the  foundation  of  this 
Infirmary,  57>912  patients  have  been  eared  or  relieved,  in- 
cluding 601  cases  of  blindness  from  Cataract,  of  which  107 
were  cases  of  blindness  from  the  birth.  The  Infirmary  is, 
at  the  same  time,  a  medical  school,  of  great  and  increasing 
importance.  Under  the  liberal  and  able  direction  of  its  me- 
dical Officers,  it  sends  forth  to  the  fourquart^rs  of  the  globe, 
the  blessings  of  the  skill  and  science  which  distii^gaisfa 
its  practice,  within  the  walb  of  the  Institution. 

Compared  with  this  sum  of  service,  the  oonsideration  of 
the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  Infirmary,  might  appear  to  im- 
ply some  want  of  vigilance  or  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee,  either  in  not  making  more  generally  known  its 
pretensions  and  its  wants,  or  (h>m  the  absence  of  care,  prtt- 
dence  or  attention,  in  the  economy  of  the  Establishment ; 
for  it  may  justly  be  said,  that  where  pecuniary  support  is 
known  to  be  effectively  applied  to  benevolent  purposes, 
and  to  be  wanted,  it  is  never  asked  in  vain. — ^Neither  has 
zeal  or  economy  been  deficient, — but  the  London  Ophthal* 
mic  Infirmary  enjoys  few  of  the  advantages  which  tend  so 
powerfully  to  procure  publicity  ibr  some  more  modem  ba> 
nevolent  Institutions,  and  the  consequent  benefit  of  an  opakm 
endowment  It  does  not  put  forth  its  tendrils  to  win  the  at> 
tentionof  thegoodand  beneficent,  to  the  woes  which  it  as- 
suages. Votes  for  admission  would  be  foreign  to  the  natnit 
of  the  Institution,  and  although  a  Qovemor's  ticket  oonmandi 
a  preference  in  favour  of  the  patient,  the  afllicted  are  relieved, 
even^  vrithout  such  ticket  Disease  has  been  deemed  a 
passport,  for,  as  the  greater  proportion  of  diaeeses  of  the 
eye,  are  of  the  inflammatory  class,  it  is  apprehended,  coft* 
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sideriog  the  desultory  habits  of  the  poor,  that,  if  required 
to  procure  a  Governor's  ticket,  the  disease  would  at  least 
be  frequently,  much  aggravated,  and  in  some  cases,  would 
become  fatal  to  the  sight  The  merits  of  the  Institution 
are,  consequently,  but  partially  known,  and  its  services 
are  adequately  appreciated,  only,  by  those  who  have  been 
attracted  by  accident  or  peculiar  circumcumstances,  to  a 
full  knowledge  of  its  importance,  in  the  two  fold  rela- 
tion of  a  benevolent  institution,  and  a  medical  school. 

That  the  low  state  of  its  funds,  cannot  be  ascribed  to  any 
want  of  economy,  is  rendered  apparent  by  the  finance  re- 
port, which  shews,  that  the  year's  expenditure  for  the  relief 
of  3895  In  and  Out-Patients,  is  little  more  than  £800. 

The  Committee,  then,  appeal  to  the  warm  and  active 
sympathies  which  bind  man  to  man,  which  constitute  his 
chief  and  best  distinction  in  this  life,  and  best  prepare  him 
for  "  another  and  a  better  world."  They  ask  to  be  con- 
stituted the  almoners  of  the  good  and  the  wise.  To  the 
good,  because  the  object  and  purpose  are  benevolent,  and 
to  the  wise,  because  they  know  that  the  funds  which  may 
be  confided  to  their  management,  will  be  applied  with  the 
best  husbandry,  to  the  immediate  purpose  intended  by  the 
giver ; — to  the  gratuitous  relief  of  the  poor  afflicted  in 
that  tender  and  delicate,  but  beautiful  and  wonderful 
organ, — ^The  Eyb. 

Three  several  funds  are  now  open ; — ^viz. 

First — ^The  fund  for  General  Purposes. 

Second. — The  Endowment  Fund,  the  object  of  which 
is,  by  gradual  accumulation,  to  render  the  Institution  inde- 
pendent of  an  annual  appeal  to  the  public  benevolence. 

Third. — ^A  fund  instituted  in  support  of  the  Scientific  ob- 
jects, as  distinguished  from  the  charitable  purposes,  of  the 
Establishment,  and  which,  in  honor  and  commemoration  of 
the  founder  of  the  Infirmary,  is  designated.  The  Saundbrian 
Fund.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  GOMMrTTEE. 


ThM}  London  Ophthalfnic   Infirmary  origi* 
bated  in  the  seience  of  its  Founder  and  the  bene- 
volence of  British  Merchants.     He  suggested 
the  plan  and  furnished  the  talent  irhich  made 
it  efficient^  and  their  contribntions^  influence, 
and  ^eal,    afforded   the   means    of    develops 
ing  that  plan^  and   of  enabling  the  Instita- 
tton  to  attain  its  present  celebrity  and  useful- 
ness.     Its  rise  was  humble^  and  the  few  whose 
exertions  elicited  for  it  the  attention  of  the 
public^    dared  to  hope^  rather  from  the  ex« 
traordinary  success    which    soon    marked    its 
Founder's  progress^   than  to  expect  from  its 
pecuniary  resources^  that  it  would  so  speedily 
rank  amongst  the  Metropolitan  Hospitals.  '  Its 
character  delineated  in  one  of  the  earliest  ad- 
dressy  of  the  Committee,  as  having  been  con- 
ceived in  a  spirit  of  diffusive  benevolence,  has 
been  faithfully  maintained ;    for  it  continues  to 
be  diflfusive  to  the  poor  without  respiect  of 
persons,  diffusive  to  the  rich  by  means  of  pro- 
fessional instruction^  diffusive  to  the  cities  and 
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towns  of  Great  Britain  and  her  dependencies 
through  the  Institutions  emanating  from  it^  and 
finally^  diffusive  to  all  countries  through  the 
medium  of  the  press  by  the  labours  of  its  Me- 
dical Directors. 

These  services,  marked  more  especially  by 
the  number  of  its  patients  and  of  iU  pupils, 
ranging  through  a  period  of  twenty-five  years 
might  suflBice,  if  the  quantum  of  professional 
good,  on  which  its  Founder  rested  its  claims 
to  public  favor,  were  limited  to  what  hag  been 
already  attained ;  but  as  it  has  the  capacity 
of  vying  with  the  Metropolitan  Hospitals  in 
the  largeness  of  its  benefits,  it  may  hereafter 
by  an  adequate  accession  to  its  funds^  without 
risking  the  continuance  of  its  present  services, 
admit  of  having,  not  only  its  wards  more  jrtdy 
appropriated  to  urgent  cases  of  Ophthalmic 
Disease,  in  addition  to  those  requiring  opera- 
tions ;  but  also  its  doors  daily  opened  to  out- 
patients. A  reference  to  the  annexed  medical 
and  financial  reports,  will  shew  to  the  Go- 
vernors the  present  condition  of  the  charity, 
whilst  this  address  is  intended  to  unfold  its 
future  hope  and  expectation. 

Each  year  has  usually  presented  some  source 
of  congratulation  to  the  friends  of  humanity,  ner 
will  this  year  be  found  wanting  in  lis  offering 
of  consolation  to  the  blind.     Notwithstandii^ 
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that  much  has  been  done  to  arrest  disorgatri^^' 
log  inflammation  of  the  extornal  and  internal 
tunics  of  the  Eye^  still  the  cases  which  admit 
of  relief  only  by  the  operation  for  Artificial 
Pupil  are  numerous.  The  success  which  has 
attended  this  operation  during  the  last  year -has 
been  greater  than  any  former  report  had  an- 
nounced, and  from  an  improved  method  of 
performing  the  operation  itself^  introduced  by 
the .  present  senior  surgeon  of  the  Infirmary, 
there  is  reason  to  hope  that^  under  the  blessing 
of  Divine  Providence,  the  Institution  maty  be 
made  further  subservient  to  the  great  end 
for  which  it  was  established^  by  rescuing,  in 
future,  many  which  bad  been  abandoned  as 
oases  of  hopeless  blindness. 

To  extend  then,  the  resources  of  the  Infir* 
mary^  in  a  degree  coromensttrate  with  its  claims 
on  the  sympathy  of  Society^  continues  to  be  the 
constant  and  anxious  care  of  the  Committee. 

«The  objects  immediately  pressing  upon  theif  at- 
tention are,  the  admission  of  a  larger  class  of  in- 
patients, now  averaging  from  two  to  three  hun«- 

*  dred,  on  the  several  days  of  attendance  (at  pre- 
sent, limited  to  three  days  in  the  week),  exclusive 
of  the  numerous  persons  who  accompany  them. 
The  inconvenience  and  prejudicial  effect  of  this 
crowded  attendance,  is  the  subject  of  painful 
reflection  to  the  Committee,  and  from  the  mere 
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stAteiiieot  of  the  fact^  it  must  be  obTiouv  to  the 
reader,  that  a  distribution  of  the  out^patieDtt 
OTer  the  full  number  of  six  days,  as  well  as  imme- 
mediate  attention  to  urgent  oases,  are  objects 
peremptoril  J  calling  on  the  Committee  to  appeal 
IP  the  most  forcible  terms^  for  further  aid  in 
support  of  t)ie  slender  fund  upon  which  the 
Institotioii  now  depends.  The  extension  of  the 
^Ims  of  in-patients  must  abo  be  attended  with 
a  consideraUe  addition  to  the  present  annual 
expense. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  once  more  ask  the 
contributions  of  the  beneyolent  in  favour  of 
this  Infirmarj.  They  refer  with  confidence  to 
the  g^eat  extent  of  public  good  already  derived 
from  it,  and  as  confidently  give  the  assurance, 
that  if  they  have  hitherto  been  faithful  almo- 
ners of  the  public  bounty,  they  wUl  continue  to 
be  the  same  careful  and  sealous  stewards  of  the 
funds  yet  to  be  contributed,  as  they  hope,  to  its 
support.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


The  last  general  Committee  in  closing  its 
labours^  made  a  strong  appeal  to  the  Public 
on  the  ground  of  the  crowded  state  of  the 
receiving  room  of  the  Infirmary^  from  the  great 
number  of  applicants  for  the  preyention  or 
cure  of  blindness.  The  obvious  remedy  would 
have  been,  to  have  .  extended  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  over  a  greater  number  of  days» 
whichy  by  increasing  the  facilities  of  applica* 
tion^  would  not  only  have  diminished  the  accu- 
mulation of  patients,  but,  by  an  earlier  and 
more  ready  access  to  the  Infirmary,  have  ren-* 
dered  its  services  at  once  more  beneficial  and 
more  acceptable  to  them.  Far  from  wishing 
to  restrict  the  number  of  patients,  the  successive 
Committees  have  always  regretted  their  inabi- 
lity from  deficiency  of  funds,  to  support  all  the 
urgent  cases  of  In-patients  which  the  Infirmary 
was  constructed  to  receive;  but  in  the  mean 
time,  until  public  benificence  should  complete 
this  good  work,  the  means  of  removing  impedi* 
ments  to  Out-patients  were,  it  was  hoped,  pro- 
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?ided,  bj  electing  an  assistant  Surgeon  to  the 
Infirraarj.  Mr.  Gilbert  Mackmurdo  had  the 
honour  of  being  appointed  to  that  service.  The 
effect  has  been  to  increase  the  number  of  out- 
patients from  5266  to  5429^  but  neither  to  afford 
that  relief  to  the  senior  Surgeon  ^rhich  he  soli- 
cited,  nor  to  diminish  the  crowd  of  patients 
which  it  was  anticipated  that  an  increase  in 
the  Surgical  Establishment  would  have  effected. 
An  additional  receiving  room  about  to  be  de- 
voted to  their  service  will  probably  partially 
lessen  the  inconvenience;  but  nothing  will 
effectually  remove  it,  and  accomplish  all  the 
benevolent  objects  of  the  Institution^  except 
such  an  increase  of  funds  as  shall  enable  the 
Committee  to  open  the  doors  of  the  Infirmary  on 
six  days  of  the  week  to  the  poor  afflicted  with 
Ophthalmic  disease.  Since  the  appeal  of  the 
last  Committee^  one  of  the  earliest  friends 
of  the  Institution  has  answered  it,  by  a  most 
liberal  bequest,  and  the  Committee  have  the 
pleasure  of  congratulattt^gtheGrovernors  on  ao 
accession  to  its  ftinds  of  JC 1500,  three  per  ceot. 
Consols  and  £  IdOO  three  per  cent.  Reduced. 

The  late  John  Milward,  Esq.  was  the  distin- 
guished benefactor  to  whom  the  friends  of 
humanity  are  indebted  for  this  generous  dona- 
tion, and  the  Committee  consider,  that  one 
important  step    has  beerf  mkde  towards   the

accompUahineDt  of  that  enlarged  Mrrif>e,  which 
they  trust  i«ay  at  no  very  distant  period  be 
carried  into  effect. 

It  Dittst  he  gratifying  to  the  Governors  to 
know,  that  although  the  London  Qphthaioiic 
Infirmary^  as  the  parent  Institutiooj  has  given 
rise  to  so  many  establishments  formed  on  its 
model,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  yet,  it  has 
beyond  all  comparison,  been  enabled  tp  main^^ 
tain  its  superiority,  iu  the  extent  of  the  benefits 
which  it  has  rendered  to  the  Public  and  to  the 
Profession.  In  Great  Britain,  from  the  free^ 
dom  of  her  Institutions,  these  benefits  must  flow 
to  the  people  tlUfOugh  the  medium  of  a  gene- 
rous competition ;  but  in  her  dependencies,  ftr 
example^  in  her  vast  empire  in  India,  subjected 
to  the  direction  of  tber.East  Ladia  Company, 
greater  advantages  not  only  iQ  ber  subjeeU  b«|t 
to  the  world  would  arise,  from  unity  of  pur* 
pose  in  effecting  the  extension  of  any  plan  tfalUl 
might  lie  devised  in  each  of  the  three  Preai* 
dencies  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  bUnd«> 
neas  on  a  still  larger  scal^  than  can  be  accom** 
plished  in  the  mother  Country. 

That  the  Eye  Infirmaries  in  lodia,  have  not 
yet  emerged  from  their  embryo  state,  is  mainly 
owing  to  the  want  of  a  little  notice  from  those 
in  power  at  home.  The  mere  expression  of  the 
wish  of  the  Honorable  Court  of  Directors,  that 
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more  facilities  might  be  afforded  for  the  spread 
of  Ophthalmic  Surgery  in  their  territories^ 
would  effect  wonders.  Leaving  the  three  pri- 
mary Institutions  in  the  three  Presidencies  quite 
unincumbered  with  assistant  Surgeons  to  the 
care  of  their  appointed  Superintendents,  Pro- 
vincial or  branch  Infirmaries  proportioned  to 
the  demand  might  be  established  in  each  Pre- 
sidency, connected  with  and  dependent  on  the 
former,  on  such  plans  as  the  experience  of  their 
Superintendents  should  decide,  with  the  view 
of  obtaining  the  best  general  results  and  the 
greatest  sum  of  good. 

The  Committee  anxious  to  promote  the  pro- 
gress of  that  science  for  the  cultivation  of 
which  the  London  Ophthalmic  Infirmary  was 
founded,  by  the  late  John  Cunningham  Saun- 
ders, Esq.  has  no  other  object  in  contrasting 
the  plans  on  which  its  scions  at  home  and 
abroad  can  prosper,  except  to  stimulate  its 
numerous  pupils  to  emulate  the  splendid  exam- 
ple of  its  Founder,  and  to  solicit  for  them  from 
the  noble,  the  rich,  and  the  mighty,  that  fos- 
tering care  which  shall  render  their  acquired 
skill  available  to  its  fullest  extent  for  the 
Public  Service.
